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THE SALISBURY AND PARKER PAR. 
TIES TO BE TRIED. 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL BREWSTER DECLARES 

THAT THEY MUST ALL BE PROSECUTED— 
THE AMOUNT OE THEIR PECULATIONS— 
EFFECT OF THE RECENT REMOVALS— 
CIVIL SUITS TO BE INSTITUTED. 
Wasnincton, Nov. 27.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Brewster has directed the attention of Mr. 
George Bliss to the case of the Salisburys, the 
Parkers, the Kerensparty, and other members 
of the star route ring, warning him against 
the risk of losing these cases by reason of the 
Statute of Limitations, and declaring that these 
persons must be indicted if Grand Juries will 
indict them. He has also instructed him that 
mo expense or trouble must be spared 
in the work of putting the . evidence 
in these cases before the Grand Jury in all its 
strength. The Attorney-General also says 
that Mr. Bliss will proceed, in the course of 
time, against members of the ring by civil suit 
to recover the money stolen. Mr. Bliss has 
charge of these civil suits. The Attorney- 
General is determined that the entire ring shall 
be prosecuted. His statements in relation to 
these matters add emphasis to the recent ac- 
tion of the President taken upon the recom- 


mendations of the Attorney-General and coun- 
Sel in the cases. 


The Salisburys, the Parkers, the Kerens 
party, and others secured expedition and in- 
crease upon routes in the same way that expe- 
dition and increase were secured by the Dorsey 
party. They were old in the business, more- 
over, while the Dorseys were new comers, 
and their profits were much greater than the 


profits of the Dorsey party. The official tables 
show the amounts of the transactions of these 
persons as follows:

Many of these combinations or individuals 
also had a large amount of temporary service, 
50 called, and the fraudulent character of some 
of it has been exposed. The Salisburys 
and their representatives had temporary 
contracts amounting to nearly $500,- 
000 per annum. The Kerens party 
had temporary service amounting to about 
$200,000 per annum. Price had the same kind 
of service amounting to $71,000 per annum, 
and others had large contracts. ‘lhe several 
combinations held temporary service in all to 
the amount of about $1,000,000 per annum. 
The Dorseys had no temporary service. 

The members of the Dorsey combination 
have been prosecuted; Price has been indicted, 
but no action has been taken against the oth- 
ers. Several witnesses were sent before a 
Grand Jury in the Salisbury and Parker cases, 
but the only result was an agreement to sub- 
mit certain questions relating to tive routes to 
® committee of arbitration, which has held no 
meetings. The Attorney-General says that 
there is nothing to prevent the prosecution of 
these persons, and that the evidence will be 
presented in all its strength. Postmaster- 
General James requested Mr. Bliss, on Dec. 17, 
1881, to begin civil suits in the name of 
the United States against ring contractors 
for the recovery of money illegally taken by 
them. These suits were to be brought under 
section 4,057 of the Revised Statutes. Mr. 
Bliss replied that he had postponed action in 
civil suits in order that criminal proceedings 
might first be taken. He had completed the 
a eninge of evidence for the trial of the 

orsey party, and he added that so much 
progress had been made ‘‘in the preparation 
of the criminal cases connected with the other 
great combinations that, sofar as I can per- 
ceive, there is no danger that the Statute of 
Limitations can barany of the cases.’’ He would 
send Mr. James’s letter to the Attorney-General 
and upon the reception of his approval would 
cause civil suits to be instituted. Mr. Brewster 
replied on Dec. 26, saying that he would soon 
give Mr. Bliss special authority to pursue these 
suggested civil suits. ‘*The uttermost penny 
lawlessly received and taken from the public 
Treasury,” said the Attorney-General, ‘* must 
be recovered.’’ Ths preparation of the Dor- 
sey case and the preliminary contests in court 
consumed a great deal of time. The civil suits 
will not fail because of astatute of limitations, 
and could be postponed more safely than the 
criminal suits. 

The Attornev-General declares that in recom- 
mending the removal of the five officers he 
had only punishment in view. He did not de- 
tire any office vacated for the purpose of get- 
ting some candidate of his own into it. The 
Attorney-General’s attention was directed to 
rumors that either Mr. Brewster Cameron, 
Chief of Special Agents, or Mr. James R. 
Young, Chief Clerk of the department, would 
be appointed Marshal. He replied that he 
would not allow any man in his department 
to be e candidate for that position, and 
that he had no man to name for the place. 
The effect of the removals upon the newspapers 
of the city invites attention. The Republican, 
regarded as the organ of the Administration, 
and controlled by First Assistant Postmaster- 
General Hatton, has not a word to say in its 
editorial columns. The Morning lost declares 
that Mr. Bliss’s letter is impudent and offensive, 
and that tne Attorney-General’s report is un- 
dignified, if not coarse and virulent, ‘Mr. 
Brewster’s denunciation of men whom he has 
not yet been able to convict,’’ writes the 
editor, “Sis nothing less than disgraceful.” 
Thomas J. Brady’s afternoon paper likens the 
removals to the methods pursued by the Eng- 
lish in Ireland. The Star, in accordance with 
its course hitherto as an advocate of the prose- 
cution of the thieves, commends the action 
taken. 

‘he announcement is made by Thomas J. 
Brady that the defendants will testify in their 
own behalf at the coming trial. he prose- 
cutors had prepared matter for an interesting 
cross-examination of the defendants at the re- 
cent trial, and they have since accumulated 
more. Ex-Marshal Henry has returned to 
this city, and says that he intends to fight. It 
is understood that District Attorney Corkhill 
will not be disturbed. 

fhe Grand Jury, which listened for two 
days to the testimony of Mr. John A. Walsh, 
inspected his interesting collection of docu- 
mepts, and then ignored the whole subject, 
was discharged to-day. The members gave 
their foreman a gold headed cane, and their 
Secretary a gold pen and pencil.

Wasntnoeton, Nov. 27.—A report having 
reached this city that the visit of Mr. John J. 
O’Brien, begun here last week and still con- 
tinued, is for the purpose of inducing the 
President to make such changes in the Federal 
offices in Brooklyn as will lead to the 


strengthening of the Administration faction in 
Kings County,and the confusion of the opposing 
faction, Mr. O’Brien was to-day asked if the 
report wastrue. ‘'Itisnot true,” answered Mr.

REPUBLICAN PARTY POLICY. 
THE VIEWS OF GOV. FOSTER, OF OHIO, AND 
EX-STATE SENATOR MADDEN. 

Wasnineton, Nov. 27.—Gov. Foster, of 

Ohio, is here and has given expression to his 
views of what has been and what ought to be 
done by the Republican Party. He does not 
regret the stand he took in the late Ohio cam- 
paign. Hesays that in his message to the 
Legislature he will recommend a plan of taxa- 
tion which will compel from 13,000 to 15,000 
saloons to go to the wall. The details of the 
voxceg he has not yet decided upon. The out- 
ook in Chio — on the course of 
the Legislature, f it acts so as to 
depress the people, and the Democrats carry 
the Legislature next October, it will mean that 
they will elect a President in 1884. The three 
reat questions of the canvass will be the 
iquor tax, the tariff, and civil service reform. 
Goy. Foster believes that Congress should re- 
duce the internal revenue taxes and pass the 
Pendleton Civil Service Reform bill, as the 
plain people are waking up to the question 
of civil service reform, and want some- 
thing done. The talk of Jay Hubbellism 
had made a deep impression on the people 
and contributed in no small degree to Demo- 
cratic success. He says that he favors Pendle- 
ton’s bill, because if the Demecrats gain 
national power it will allow the Republican 
office-holders now in to remain any way for 
seven years. He dces not favor action by the 
Republicans on the tariff. Before the coming 
session dies he would like to see a reduction of 
the internal revenue tax, but would let the 
Democrats handle the tariff when they get the 
House, and would be glad to have. the 
President call a special session of the 
Forty-eizhth Con next March to give 
them an opportunity to fight over the tariff. 
The national canvass in 1884 will be fought on 
the tariff issue. If the Democrats will only 
maintain the free trade doctrine the Republi- 
cans can elect a President. For that reason 
he wants to see the Democrats fight over the 
question as early as possible. He is willing to 
take his chances of election to the United 
States Senate with any Republican Legislature 
that can be elected. 

Ex-State Senator Edward M. Madden, who 
has come to the capital on a brief visit after 
an absence of four years, says that he will 
urge the President to adopt an aggressive pol- 
icy. By this he does not mean to advise a 
Punic war upon office-holders, but a war 
carried into the Africa of politics. He 
says thatif the Republican Party is to suc- 
ceed it must create issues. It must first 
be for civil service reform, must put the best 
men in office and keep them tkere so lung as 
they are faithful. In his opinion the party 
should declare in favor of the abolition of the 
internal revenue system and fora modified 
tariff that will protect American industries, 
Then he would be glad to see Congress legis- 
late in favor of American ship-builders and 
encourage them by paying American-built 
steam-ships for carrying the mails to different 
parts of the world. Itis his opinion that the 
people would sustain these issues.

SECRETARY FOLGER NOT TO RESIGN. 
HE DECLARES THAT HE HAS NO INTENTION 
OF LEAVING HIS PRESENT OFFICE. 

W asurneton, Nov. 27.—Noman in Wash- 
ington was more completely surprised by the 
report published in two New-York papers this 
morning, as having been sent from this city, 
that Secretary Folger had submitted his resig- 
nation to the President, to take effect on Dec. 
15, than Secretary Folger himself. The Secre- 
tary was met at the Treasury Department at 
noon, just as he was getting into his carriage 
to go to lunch. 

“Ts it true, Mr. Secretary,’’? was asked, 
**that you have resigned ?”’ 

‘““Do you mean to ask,” said the Secretary, 
‘‘whether { am resigned to the result of tie 
recent election? You may say that I am, and 
that the President has accepted my resigna- 
tion.’ 

After a fow moments of chat, during which 
the Secretary evaded the question asked, he 
replied seriously: ‘‘I have not resigned nor 
have I conversed with the President on that 
subject. I don’t intend to resign.” 

At the White House, Private Secretary 
Phillios said that there was no truth what- 
ever in the report; that the President had re- 
ceivec no intimation of Secretary Folger’s in- 
tention to resign. and had held no conversa- 
tion with him on that subject. The absurdity 
of the report was shown by the fact that 
Secretary Folger, who had been talking of 
giving up his house on Eighteenth-street 
to live at one of the botels, has renewed the 
lease of the house he now occupies, the lease 
heginning on Dec. 15, the day named for his 
resignation to take effect, and continuing for a 
year. Several Treasury officers who were 
spoken with in regard to the report, expressed 
their disbelief in it and their belief that no 
change was contemplated. Secretary Folger 
has become indifferent to the repeated reports 
of his alleged resignation, and is disposed to 
treat them all with equal levity.

IRISH “ASSASSINS AT WORK 
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MORE DESPERATE ASSAULTS IN 
THE STREETS OF DUBLIN. 

‘A JUROR IN A MURDER TRIAL STABBED AND 
KILLED—A BAILIFF MURDEROUSLY AS- 
SAULTED—MORE ARRESTS IN THE COX 
CASE—THE MURDER OF SEVEN JUDGES 
SUPPOSED TO HAVE BEEN INTENDED. 

Dusrin, Nov. 27.—Dennis Field, one of 

‘the jurors in the case of Hynes, who was 

hanged for the murder of the herdsman Dol- 

oughty, was met in Frederick-street on his way 
home to dinner to-day by a car containing 
two men, one of whom jumped off and stabbed 

Field in six places with a sword. His assail- 

ants drove off in the direction of Drumcondra. 

Field is still alive, but his condition is precari- 

ous. He says the men stabbed him in the arms, 


chest, and cheek with a sword-cane. He seized 
the weapon.and broke it. The men then 


“knocked him down and wounded him in the 
back, after which they jumped on the car and. 


told the jarvey to drive quick “ for heaven's 
sake.” Field complains that several per- 
sons saw him as_ he lay on tie 
ground, but did not offer to assist him. He 
staggered to a house, kicked against the door, 


and on being admitted sank into a chair. He 
bad washed away the blood from his wounds 
by the time the doctors arrived. 

Another stabbing case is reported. A bailiff 
allon, who was serving a 
writ to-night in Gardiner-street, this may - 
ceived a serious stab-wound in the head. 
Three arrests have been made. 

On Sunday evening a party of ‘“moon- 
lighters’’ attacked a farm-house near Cashel, 
County Tipperary. The occupants of the house 
beat them off, and then pursued and cap- 
tured the whole gang. 

A mob to-night attacked the Jervis-Street 
Hospital, where Dolan, who shot and killed 
Detective Cox, lies, with the object, it is 
believed, of removi him, he mob 
shouted and yelled and tried to break open 
the doors. The inmates were thrown into a 
state of the greatest alarm. The Police were 
telegrapbed for, and a large force arrived on 
the ground at 10 o0’clock armed with swords 
and batons, when the mob dispersed. They 
tYemained, however, lurking in the vicinity. 
The Police are now patrolling the neighbor- 
hooa and guarding the hospital. It is dark to- 
night, and an additional military guard has 
been placed at Dublin Castle. 

Five more persons were arrested this after- 
noon in connection with the murder of De- 
tective Cox. Dowling, or Dolan, is in a com- 
fortable condition. In the Police Court to- 
day Devine, Woodward, and Ryan were ar- 
raigned and charged with the murder of Cox. 
Detective Eastwood identified Devine, but was 
not sure about the other two. The prisoners 
were remanded. The inquest on the body of 
Cox was begun to-day. ‘The medical evidence 
showed that death was instantaneous. The 
inquest was adjourned until Wednesday. Pre- 
cautions have been taken to insure the safety 
of the soldier of the Hifle Brigade who assisted 
in the capture of one of the murderer’s friends, 

Seven Judges, who had been dining in Mount- 
joy-square, passed the spot where the murder- 
ers of Detective Cox had been loitering a few 
minutes after the affray happened. It is 
thought that the murderers were lying in wait 
for them. 

Ata meeting of the Corporation to-day a 
resolution was passed,on motion of Mr. E. 
Dwyer Gray, member of Parliament, record- 
ing the horror of the Corporation at the out- 
rage. 

ONDON, Nov. 27.—Mr. Trevelyan, Chief 
Secretary for lreland, replying to Mr. Gibson 
in the House of Commons this afternoon, 
asked the House to remember that thereis a 
difference between the general state of Ireland 
and the crimes and violence in Dublin. He 
said a conflict between the Dublin Police and 
organized lawlessness seemed to have been be- 
gun. The Government was determined to use 
all the resources at its disposal to put down 
the latest developments of disorder. Mr. 
Trevelyan stated that the number of agrarian 
crimes in Ireland this month was under 100, 
which had not been the case in any month for 
28 years. In reply to a question by Mr. Tot- 
tenham Mr. Trevelyan said the recent — 
of Mr. Redmond at Cork, in which the latter 
advocated boycotting and revolution, was un- 
der the consideration of the Government. 

Mr. Giadstons moved that the first seven 
and the last three of the procedure rules be 
made standing orders. The motion was 
agreed to. 

In the House to-night, Sir Richard Assheton 
Cross moved that it is inexpedient at this 
period of the session to consider the proposed 
rules relating to standing committees. The 
motion was discussed for some time, and the 
House adjourned without action. 

It is authoritatively denied that Mr. Richard 
O’Shaughnessy was ever offered the perma- 
nent Under Secretaryship for Ireland.

INDIGNANT CLAM-DIGGERS, 


WAR DECLARED ON THE OYSTERMEN OF 


SHREWSBURY RIVER. 

RED Bank, N. J., Nov. 27.—A war that is 
raging at Fair Haven, the great oyster centre, a 
few miles below this town, among those of the in- 
hebditants who gaina livelihood by digging clams 
and those who are accumulating wealth in the 
oyster business, is attracting much attention and 
no little excitement. Fair Haven for years past 
has been noted forthe quality as well as the quan 


tity of the famous Shrewsbury bivalve shipped 
from that point to New-York. Several of those 
engaged in the business, who commenced with but 
a flat-bottomed scow and a pair of grippers, have 


become wealthy, while others have failed and have: 


been compelled to seek other pursuits for a 
livelihood. The business of those who have 
been successful has grown extensively and during 
the past year several thousand barrels of the bi- 
valves have been shipped to Europe, besides the 
great supmiies demanded by the New-York mar- 
kets. The unfortunate many who have been 
driven out of the oyster trade by the luoky few 
had recourse to clam-digzing, and they look 
with disgust upon the prospects of a brilliant future 
to the exclusive oyster “ grabber.”’ and claim that 
the oystermen are infringing upon their rights and 
demand them to desist. Forsome time the clam 
men have been holding what they call indignation 
meetings, and protests were sent to the oystermen 
that every resident of the State nad equal rights to 
the river, especially the oyster-beds, as most of the 
oysters were national plants. 

The oystermen not deigning to listen to the pro- 
testations of the clam men,a monster meeiing of 
the clam-diggers was held on Monday last, at 
which it was resolved to warn the oystermen of 
the infringement on public ground, and to notify 
them to remove their oysters within 26 hours, or 
they, the ciam men, would be compelled to per- 
form the task for tnem at their own expense. and 


The resolutions, after a 
very warm debate, at the suggestion of some of the 
cooler headed clam men, were afterward modified, 
and the oystermen were given 10 days totake up 
their beds. in order to save their property. This 
position is taken up by the clam menon the ground 
that the oystermen are occupying natural ground, 
and have at this time nearly the entire bottom of 
the river covered with oysters, thus preventing the 
gathering of clams, by which many have gained a 
living. The oystermen, upon the other hand, clatm 
the right to oecupy the ground they have taken up, 
and complain of the defects of the law that is in- 
tended to protect them. They also feel aggrieved 
at the action of the clam men, whom they say they 
have employed and to whom they have paid thoz- 
sands of dollars, and they (the ovystermen) intend 
to fight the mutter in the courts, if it costs all that 
they have made in the oyster business. The general 
opinion is that the clam men will be successful, as 
a test case was tried in the Supreme Court two years 
ago, where two men were arrested and tried for 
stealing oysters out of the Shrewsbury River. 
Many such thefts had occurred, clam men generally 
being charged with the offense. The entire tribe 
of oystermen on the North and South Shrewsbury 
Rivers and Pleasure Bay assisted in the prosecu- 


' tion of the prisoners, and the most eminent coun- 


sel in the State was emploved by the oystermen to 
assist the Public Prosecutor. The accused in de- 
fense claimed that the Shrewsbury River’s bottom 
was covered with natural oyster-beds, and that the 
grounds being public ones the oysters were as free 
as the fish that swam in the river. The Court was 
of the same opinion and the men were discharged. 
The oystermen declare that they will protect the 
oyster-beds withan armed body of men, anda 
lively time is expected should the clam men at- 
tempt to carry out their 10-day resolution, 
————— 


DANGERS OF THE SEA. 

Ha.irax, Nova Scotia, Nov. 27.—The steam- 
er Clandon, from New-Orileans, for Bremen, ar- 
rived here to-day for bunker coal, When about 
docking at Roche’s Wharf the engines refused to 
reverse well,and the anchor was dropped. The 
ancbor failed to catch on the bottom, and, drag- 
ging througb the mud, thesteamer went ahead and 


struck the side of the Allan Line mail-steamer 
Po!ynesian at the South Side Railway Wharf, 
damaging several of the latter’s plates. The Clan- 
don was afterwerd docked all mgbt. The Poly- 
nesian will be delaved in proceeding to Boston for 
several days until repairs can be made. The blow 
was quite severe, breaking In three cr four of her 
iron plates, one below the water, and causing the 
water to run through into the boiler-room.

KELLOGG IN THE BALANCE. 
THE LOUISIANA SENATOR NOT YET DECLARED 
ELECTED T® CONGRESS. 

New-Orteans, Nov. 27.—State officers 
having the matter in charge have compiled 
the vote of all the Congressional districts ex- 
cept the Third, and the Governor has issued 
the certificates to the five elected Demo- 
crats. The certificate to Kellogg has been with- 


held, and his friends have been able to get, 


no satisfaction from the Executive. This fact 
causes much comment, and the rumor current 
for some weeks has gained credence that 
efforts have been made toso manipulate the 
returns as to count Kellogg out. This can be 


done only by disfranchising 10,725 voters 
out of 22,584—that is, the entire vote of 
the Parishes of Assumption, St. Mary, Terre- 
bonne, and Iberville, the four iargest and 
wealthiest in the district. As shown by the re- 
turns of the election on file in the office of 
the Secretary of State, Kellogg received 11,686 
votes to Acklen’s 6,881 and Beattie’s 4,067, a 
clear majority over both opponents and a ma- 
jority over Acklen of 4,855 votes. By this 
rocess Acklen would be declared elected by 
ess than 100 majority, but the law of Louisi- 
ana does not authorize the Governor to throw 
out any votes. 

The election law of Louisiana makes it the 
duty of the Governor to issue a certificate to 
the candidate who received a majority of the 
votes actually cast, as shown by the re- 
turns. This duty is simply a_ wminis- 
terial “one in compiling the returns. 
All of the better class unite in expressing the 
hope that Gov. McEnery will not constitute 
himseif a returning board in every parish of 
the district. All Democrats concede that the 
returns from the parishes are correct, and that 


. Kellogg is elected by aclear majority over all.

NO DEFALCATION. 
RUMORS OF IRREGULARITIES IN THE NEW- 
ORLEANS CUSTOM-HOUSE DENIED. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—A _ report has 
reached the capital that, in consequence of serious 
defalcations discovered in the New-Orleans Cus- 
tom-house, the Treasury Department has ordered 
several arrests and removals, and that several ves- 
sels shall be searched. Treasury officers of whom 
inquiry was made to-day say that they are not 
aware that any irregularities have been discovered 
in the New-Orleans Custom-house, or that any ar- 
rests or seizures are to be made. The only 


* ground for the report was said to be the discovery, 


some time ago, of dishonesty on the part of a sub- 
ordinate, who had stolen $3,000, whieh were said 


to have been expended for articles never purchased 
and never reeeived. When the discovery was 
made the subordinate guilty of the offense referred 
to wus suspenced and arrested. If any more seri- 
ous offenses have been found out and arrests of 


-officers ordered, it is suggested that the Govern- 


ment would purposely keep quiet the intention to 
make arrests until they had been made, so as to 
give the offender no chance to escape. 


New-Or.gans, Nov. 27.—There is no truth 
{n the rumors of irregularity onthe part of Custom- 
house officers in this city. The report may have 
arisen from the fact that the Customs authorities 
are engaged In the examlinationoi a large invoice 
of French ecrapes, laces, and gloves imported by D. 
H, Holmes & Co., of this city, on a charge filed 
witha — agent abroad by one Edouard For- 
deveau, a former employe of Holmes’s, that the 
goods are undervalued to the amount of from 30 to 
50 percent. The charges of the informer involve 
an irregularity to the extent of $15,000, but Forde- 
veau alleges that the matter has gone on tor 
many years to his knowledge, and at least. a million 
dollars is involved. Allof the suspected lot isin 
the hands of the local gg csr who has called in 
the aid of the General Appraiser of New-York, 
whose decision is not yet known here. Holmes 
bas voluntarily deposited $10,000 to meet any dis- 
crepancy. He alleges it to be a black-mailing 
job to which others than the French informer are 
parties, Not long since he was called upon by 
a Washington lawyer, who offered his services to 
conduct the case for a handsome fee. The man 
Fordeveau was discharged by Holmes several 
years ago, and it was subsequently discovered that 
he was a defauilter to the house to the extent of 
some $30,000. He has since remained abroad to 
avoid criminal prosecution. Holmes Is the largest 
importer and dealer in the South, andis worth 
$5,000,000.

MISSOURI'S ILLUSTRIOUS SON. 
FRANK JAMES ARRAIGNED FOR MURDER-—A 
RECEPTION IN THE JAIL. 

Kansas City, Nov. 27.—In the presence of 
a crushing throng of people, Frank James was to- 
day arraigned tn the Criminal Court of this county 
for the robbery of the Independence Bank in 
1867 and the murder of Detective Wicher 
in 1874. To both indictments his counsel’ entered 
a pleaof not guilty, and the court fixed Monday, 
Jan. 22, as the day for the trial of thecase. James 
was brought up from Independence at 7:55 this 
morning, and was quartered in the Jaflor’s parlors 
at the Court-house. Bis wife and boy intended to 
come up with him, but changed their minds 


at the last moment and bade him geod bye at 


the train at Independence in the presence 
of a large crowd which had gathered around 
to get a glimpse of ‘Missouri’s most illus- 
trious son.” On the way up to this city 
James was introduced to a number of ladies 
and gentlemen, ail of whom he received with that 
Sir Phillip’ Sydney graciousness for which in his 
private life Mr. James is so conspicuous. He was 
met at the station here by a great throng of eurt- 
ous people, but, managing to elude the crowd, he 
was driven ina cab to the Court-house. Here the 
throng was no less dense, and he was conveyed to 
asmall apartment, where, with bis father-in-law, 
Cot. Samuel Rolston, be received such persons as 
the Marshal admitted to bis presence. 

During the morning Mrs. Samuels, the prisoner’s 
mother, called on him. James sat inan easy chair 
reading a paper and smoking a fragrant Havana. 
He was arrayed in a fine suit of black cloth with 
a Prince Albett coat—a new suit from boots to col- 
lar—and was the best-irassed man inthe room. The 
crowd filled the Criminal Court-room all day long, 
but James’s case was not called until 3:30 P. M. 
It was the first day of the term and the Grara Jury 
was firet charged and sworn in. Someappeal cases 
of no interest also served to take up time and 
cause uneasiness among the crowd. Finallv the 
Grand Jury were given their last instructions 
and went out of the room, when Judge White gave 
the long-expected order to bring in Frank 
James. A feeble and ineffective poe was given 
to elear out the space within the rail and also the 
aisles. The room was too much crowded to admit 
of any displacement of the mass, and the court 
was forced to endure the inconvenience of the jam, 

When Marshai and prisoner were seen coming 
into the door a .perfect uproar ensued. The men 
jumped upon the seats and craned their necks to 
see the great man pass. He moved up to his 
seat, provided for him by the side of his 
counsel, ex-Gov. Charles P. Johnson, of 
St. Louis; Col. John F. Phillips, of this city. and L. 
Cc. Slover, of Independence. Prosecuting Attorney 
Wallace then took up the first indictment against 
the prisoner, which is for bank-robbery. Col. Phil- 
lips said the defense waived the reading of the 
indictment and entered a plea of not 
guilty. The indictment for murder was then 
taken up and the same waiver and plea were 
made. The court then asked counsel when they 
would be ready to try the cases, and Monday, Jan. 
22, was agreed upon as the date. Gov. Johnson 
next asked whether the question of bail 
had been considered by the State's attorney. 
He dia not want to make formal application for 
bail at that time, but would like to know how soon 
the prosecution could determine whether he would 
allow bail, and if so, give the amount. Mr. Wal- 
lace said he would have to look into 
the evidence in the murder case. The in- 
dictment was not brought during his term 
of office, and he did not know now whether there 
was a probability of a conviction of murder in the 
first degree. He named two weeks as the time in 
which to consider the matter, and this being 
agreed to by James and his counsel there was 
nothing further to do but remove the prisoner, 
which was then done. 

He was taken back to the private apartments 
and returned to Independence on the evening train, 
James and his wife both express entire confidence 
in his ability to get clear of not only the indictments 
now standing against him, but also any which may 
hereafter be brought both in the county and else- 
where. A morning paper in this city to-day pub- 
lished a purported interview with James, in which 
he denounced “ Bob” Ingersoll as a foe to clviliza- 
tion, a destroyer of Christianity, and an evil in- 
fluence to the young. Theinterviewis at least a 
good joke, but James deciares he never made the 
statements charged against him, and has never de- 
nounced Ingersoll as a blasphemer and a hypocrite, 
as the interview alleged. 
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MR. BLODGET ANGRY. 
REPLY TO GEN. WALKER—CHARGES OF CEN- 


SUS FALSIFICATION RRPEATED. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 27.—Mr. Lorin Blodget, 
speaking to-day of the remarks of Gen. Francis A. 
Walker in Boston yesterday in reference to the 
census of this city, snid: “Ihave to say that the 
statement of Gen. Walker that the census of 1870 
was inflated in any manner is absolutely false, and 
is known by Gen. Walker to beso. The original 
records of this census I have in my hands, and so 
far from being inflated, they are just exactly as re 


turned by the individuals and Marshals who made 
them, and are, in fact, considerably short of what 
values of tre industries of Philadelphia were in 
that year. Gen. Walker was not in charge when 
the Marshals were under my direction and taking 
it. He came in to direct the finishing work of the 
census, and all of the revisien that { made was 
made with perfect knowledge on his part, and 
direction on his part as to the method of doing it, 
and as to the detail of the resuits, and I noid his 
letters of approval of this return in the strongest 
language possible. 

“It is false that Gen. Walker suggested, even in 
1876, that these returns were iuflated. The fact is 
that the occasion of his present malice is to be 
found in the fact that he did not publish them in 
1876, and that I criticised bis omission to publish 
this suppression of a portion of the returns. He 
never published the industrial census of Philadel- 
phia. He published a partial and suppressed a par- 
tial account of Philadelphia County. Every indus- 
try under a productive value of $10,000 was sup- 
pressed. The law requires that all industries sball 
be included whose productive value is $500 in a 
year. in the present case the cities of New-York, 
Chicago, Boston, and Baltimore were very thor- 
oughly and minutely taken, occupying three or 
le a times the time which was given to Philadel- 
pbia. 

‘* The first offense was in refu.ing a proper force 
or a proper amount of time to take the industries 
of Philadelphia, The next was in refusing to allow 
any correction or revision as was allowed for every 
other city. The third was in throwing out, as I 
charge was done by Gen. Walker personally, large 
numbers of returns of legitimate manufacturing 
industries. 1 eharge Gen. Walker with deliberate- 
ly falsifying the returns of the industries of Phila- 
delphia with the purpose of discrediting and dis- 
ranking the industries of the city. He says: ‘If 
any mistake has been made in the publication of 
the returns it has been without mv knowledge.’ I 
charge him with throwing away a very large num-

THE NEGOTIATIONS FOR PEAOP 
ABRUPTLY ENDED. 
EVERYTHING ARRANGED FOR A SETTLE: 

MENT OF THE NORTH-WESTERN WABE 
LAST EVENING—A MOVE BY THE ST. 
PAUL WRICH EXCITED MR. PORTER— 
THE CONTEST NOW WITHOUT HOPE OF 

REND. 

Representatives of the warring railroacs 
in the North-west were to have met in this 
City last night and taken the initiatory steps 
toward an adjustment of the difficulties by. 
signing a compact to advance rates to the old 
schedule and to settle matters that could not 
be otherwise arranged by arbitration. Mr. 
Albert Keep, the President of the Chicago and, 
North-western Railroad, took upon himself the 
task of peace-maker. His being the road least 
concerned, he thought he might better oper 
the negotiations than the representative of 
any of the three other lines; On Saturday he 
addressed a letter to Mr. H. H. Porter, the 
President of the Omaha Road; David Dows, 
the Vice-President of the Rock Island, and 
Julius Wadsworth, the Vice-President of the 
St. Paul, in which he embodied the following 
proposition : 


“*T propose that a restoration of tariff be ordered 
to take effect on the 28th inst., between a‘! points 
on all of the lines now involved in the present con- 
test; that a meeting be called at Chieago at an’ 
early date to settle by agreement if possible, anc 
by arbitration if necessary, al! matters in dispute,’ 
and pending final settlement within 30 days from 
date no deviation from established tariffs shal) be 


‘toleratea under any circumstances.” 


No replies were received until yesterday, 
and the first came from Mr. Wadsworth, whe 
said: 

** The communication relating to a settlement of 
the present raiiroad complications, dated on the 
25th, is received, and the terms of adjustment saz- 
gested by you have been considered, and I am au- 
thorized to say in behalf of tnis company that the 
Proposal meets with our approval, and this com- 

any are ready to promptly carry the same into ef- 
ect.”” 

An informal meeting of Directors of the 
Omaha was held at the office of R. P. Flower 
& Co.,in Exchange Court, yesterday after- 
noon, and it was agreed to assent condition- 
ally to the proposition. Mr. Porter sent a lets 
ter to Mr. Keep, in which he said that he 
would consent to the plan if if should be ex- 
pressly stipulated that every difference that 
could not be settled by mutual agreement 
should be submitted to arbitration. The ob' 


ject was to insure a definition of territorial 
rights Mr. Porter asked that- the con- 
ference should be held in New-York, 
where there were accredited repre- 
sentatives of all the roads. Mr. Dows 
sent a dispatch to Hugh Riddle, the President 
of the Rock Island, and a satisfactory re- 
sponse was received later by Mr. Keep. All 
that remained to be done to secure a practical 
settlement of the war and to declare peace 
throughout the whole North-west was to sign 
an agreement last evening. 

Mr. Porter was riding up town to the Wind- 
sor Hotel in an elevated railway train yester- 
day when his eye fell on the following dis 
patch in a newspaper which he was reading: 

““Cnicaco, Nov. 27.—A_ special dispatch fro 
Madison, Wis., says the Milwaukee and St. Pa 
Railroad has bought the Chippewa Va ley and Su: 
perior Railway, running 75 miles from Wabasha, 

linn., to the !umber camps in Eau.Claire County, 
paying $1,675,000 in Mitwaukee and St. Pad 
bonds.”’ 

The dispatch changed Mr. Porter’s course ai 
once. He regarded this purchase as anothel 
invasion of the Omaha’s territory. He hada 
along declared that the principle of territori 
rights was that tor which he was fighting. On 
reaching the hotel he sought Mr. Keep and 
said to him: ‘*Mr. Keep, I must withdraw 
from the arrangement J made with you untill 
find out what the reported purchase of the 
Chippewa Valley and Superior Railway by 
the St. Paul means. I regret to say 
it, but until a satisfactory explanation 
ot this move on the part of the St. Paul is 
given the battle must go on” Mr. Keep 
urged Mr. Porter to adhere to the plan he had 
mapped out. Mr. Porter, however, was firm, 
and said he must stand by his determination 
to defend his system to theend. The question 
oi territorial rights he proposed to make the 
issue in self-defense, and this last encroach- 
ment he regarded as another aggressive:move- 
ment by the St. Paul Mr. Keep could 
not change bis position, and the treaty termi- 
nated. The Windsor was crowded with spec- 
ulators, and it was not long before the news of 
the sudden termination of the negotiations 
spread among them. Every one bad supposed 
that the war was as good as at an end, and the 
deciaratien that it was to continue-for an in- 
definite period, despite the efforts that had 
bren made to bring it to a close, wes 
a complete surprise. No other subject 
wus discussed and all talk turned upon the 
effecton the market and speculation-as to what 
the future would bring forth. It was somé 
time before it was ascertained what bad de- 
feated the apparently well-intended scheme of 
Mr. Keep, and when it was found out every 
one set at work to learn the history of thé 
little rozd far up among the forests of 
Wisconsin which possessed so much potency 
in the contest. Few knew of its existence and 
fewer still of its history. Diligent inquiry re 
vealed that itran from Wabasha to Eau Claire, 
a distance of 50 miles, with a branch ‘0 miles 
long, extending from Chippewa junction, a 
ee midway on the main lime, to Cecar 

‘alls, in the lumbering district. 

Mr. Keep was the first to appear in the 
lobby of the hotel. He was exceedingly reti- 
cent, but said that the object of his plan waa 
to enable all questions, territorial and other- 
wise, to be amicably adjusted. He shad hoped 
to effect a complete reconciliation of all the 
contending interests. Mr. Marvin R. Hughitt, 
the Vice-President of the North-western, said 
Mr. Keep and himseif would probably start 
for Chicago to-night. He could not. prophesy 
what the end would be. : 

Mr. Porter said that the intelligence of the 
transfer of the Chippewa Valiey Road to the 
St. Paul was entirely unlooked for. He did 
not know that np! such action was contem- 
plated by the St. Paul. It was clearly an in- 
vasion of the Omaba’s territory, and that the 
purchase should be consummated when 
efforts were being made to patch up a 
truce appeared on its face to be a a 
breach of faith. The St. Paul was 
simply doing what the Omaha opposed 
most vigorously, and Mr. Porter said he would 
not consent toa truce unless the St. Paul au- 
thorities eliminated the road from its system 
or gavea satisfactory «explanation. The fact 
was the road was built by Directors and men 
uiterested in the St. Paul, and when it was 
completed it was turned over to the St. Paul. 
The Chippewa Valley crossed the Omaha’s line 
three times, once at Menomonie, again three 
miles from that place, and the third time at 
Eau Clair, which indicated what the purpose 
of the road was. The President of the 
road, Mr. J. C. Easton, was a Director 
in the St. Paul. He was the owner of 
the Minnesote Southern Kailroad, which was 
sold to the St. Paul, and he lately took the 
Presidency of a road trom Chicago through 
Evanston toward Milwaukee, with his asso- 
ciates in the St. Paul as Directors. Mr. Porter 
did not want to seem harsh, but the methods’ 
of the St. Faul in invading the Oma- 
ha’s territory were not honest. Besides,’ 
the cost of the Chippewa Valley was 
high. Mr. Porter would like to have con- 
structed the read for $1,200,000, and he was 
not sure he would have refused the contract 
for $1,000,000, Representatives of the St. 
Paul said the road was transferred to their 
line two weeks ago and had been operated by 
it six months. The dispatch indicated that 
the transfer had just been made Mr. 
Porter had been told by St. Paul officers that 
the Chippewa Valley was to be an independent 
line, and now they said it was built for the St. 
Paul, and that it was generally understood ali 
along that such was the case. Mr. Porter 
wanted to know which time tbey lied, 
and to settle the questian of territorial 
rights once and for all time. The St. Paul 
could not swoop down on every available 
piece of land it saw, without — to aay 
one else’s rights, any longer. @ repeated 
his assertion that his course had not 
been taken for the purpose of speculation. 
If the St. Paul did not cease its encroachmentg 
there remained nothing to do but to establish 
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tights by war. Mr. Porter expressed regret 
that the fight should continue, but he declared 
that it wasno fault of his. If the St. Paul 
could be plott while others were trying to 
mend, it should be brought to terms by heroic 
measures. 

Mr. Easton came up to Mr. Porter while the 
latter was sitting in the lobby. 

‘** You understand, do you not,’’ said Mr. 
Porter, ‘' that the negotiations are broken off ?”’ 

‘** What’s the meaning of this ?’ asked Mr. 
Easton. 

**ineed not tell you,’? said Mr. Porter, 
“that it is the ucquisition of the Chippewa 
Valley Line.” 

isk That isn’t going to stop the settlement, is 
it? 

“‘ There is every reason why itshould. We 
might as well know where we stand first as 
last. The territory must be kept inviolable 
if it is mecessary to go back 10 years, 
I shall meet you in the Legislature 
in New-York and everywhere else to contest 
your encroachments, and I shall use my en- 
deavors to compel the restoration of the Chip- 
pewa Valley to its original and independent 
condition. You will leern you cannot act in 
the dual capacity of Director in the St. Paul 
and the builder of railroads to be paid for 
with St. Paul’s trust funds. You told me 
yourself that this was not to bea St. Paul 
road.”’ 

** You are mistsken,” said Mr. Easton; ‘it 
it has been well known that the road was be- 
ing built for the St. Paul.” 

**No, Iam not mistaken,” said Mr. Porter. 

Mr. Easton persisted afterward that Mr. 
Porter knew that the Chippewa Valley was to 
become a part of the St. Paul system. It 
was 16 competition with the eastern di- 
vision of the Omaha and with the Wis- 
consin Central. The Omaha had cut the 
rates from Eau Clair to Chicago from about 
$10 to 25 cents because the St. Paul was 
operating the road. If. St. Paul interests had 
not built a road to Eau Clair the Wisconsin 
Central would have built it. The actual cost 
of building the road was $20,000 a mile, 
which included a bridge over the Mississippi 
seven-eighths of a mile long, and three over 
the Chippewa, which was 80 feet wide. Mr. 
Easton did not hesitate to say that he believed 
Mr. Porter’s course to be for speculative pur- 
poses. Mr. T. Millbank, another Director, did 
not believe Mr. Porter was sincere in his 
reasons for terminating the negotiations. Se- 
lah Chamberlain, of Cleveland, one of the old- 
est Directors in the St. Paul, said it had been 
generally known that the St. Paul was build- 
ing the road. 

Mr. R. P. Flower, the Second Vice-President 
of the Omaha, said that not a single Director 
of the company had bought or sold stock dur- 
ing the fight. There was not a bear in Omaha. 
For six months there was trouble between the 
St. Paul and Rock Island, and finally the 
Omaha was dragged into it. The Rock 
Island, to retaliate on the St. Paul for 
building into Omaba, built into 
Paul. St. Paul said the Rock Island 
could have what business it could get, but it 
could not be admitted to the pool. The Omaha 
allowed the St. Paul to make rates until there 
was no profit, and at last withdrew from 
the arrangement and called for a final setitle- 
ment. That was the story in a nut-shell. 

Two thousand shares of St. Paul were re- 
ported to have been sold at the Windsor last 
night for 102g. The stock closed in tke after- 
noon at 10387. Other sales were reported at 
Delmonico’s and the Fifth-Avenue.

INVESTIGATIONS AND WORK OF MISS 

EMILY FAITHFULL F@R HER SEX. 

The lecture to be delivered Friday night, in 
Chickering Hall, by Miss Emily Faithfull, promises 
much of entertainment and of instruction. 
England, where Miss Faithfull has labored con- 
stantly fora period of five and twenty years to en- 
large the sphere of remunerative employment for 
women, whatever she may have to say upon this 
interesting subject is listened to with mark@€d at- 
tention. Her experience and her practical views 
area guarantee that no ordinary treatment will 
be given ‘* The Changed Position of Womenin the 
Nineteenth Century,” the subject on which she 
proposes to lecture. In prosecuting her work, Miss 
Faithfull has encountered no small obstacles from 
the English trades, by whom every effort has been 


ma de to prevent the introduction of women to the 
fields of labor so tyranically controlled by the 
unions. They have been overcome, hosvever, 
women are pow employed throughout England in 
a variety of mechanical pursuits, and the fact has 
been established that sex is no bar to the display 
of cleverness and skill. 

Miss Faithfull’s attention was first drawn to this 
idea by the investigation which was made bya 
tommittee appointed by the National Association 
for the Promotion of Science to examine into the 
condition of the working women of England. 
Among her associates on that committee were 
Lord Shaftesbury, Lord Houghton, the Bishop of 
London, and Miss Adelaide Proctor. A mass of 
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valuable information was acquired as to what | 


women could do, what they should do, and what 
the opposition of the trades prevented them from 
doing. The outgrowth of the investigation, so far 
gs she was concerned, was the establishment of a 
printing-office in London in 1860. Here several 
women were collected together and instrneted in 
the art of typography. The trades regarded this 
as an innovation that should not be tolerated, 
and devised numerous schemes for breakiug up 
the office. Bribery was resorted to and one 
of the men in the press-room destroyed a 
large amount of valuable maebinery. Wealthy 
friends came to the rescue, the loss was made 
good, and the unique enterprise grew into public 
favor and became prosperous. Some years ago 
Mr. Houghton, of Cambridge. Mass., visited Eng- 
land and inspected this little office. He was so im- 
pressed with what he saw that upon his return he 
introduced the employment of women into his 
own extensive printing establishment. When 
Miss Faithtull came to America 10 years ago 
she found women employed in every branch 
of the business of this well-known pub- 
lishing-house. The education of women in 
music, in architecture, and in the higher arts gen- 
erally has also been the purpose of Miss Faithtull. 
With what success, she will tell in her lecture. She 
will describe the various directions in which 
women can find employment, and wili detail a 
number of interesting facts in regard to the educa- 
tional development of her sex. In her work among 
Englisnwomen Miss Faithfull has received the 
encouragement of the Queen aud of many emi- 
neut members of Parliament. Her lectures 
have become popular with all classes of society, 
and her writings are widely read. Her novel en- 
titled ‘‘Change upon Change”’ is praised for its 
clever pictures of the social life of the higher 
classes. The Victoria Magazine, a publication hav- 
ing a good circulation, was commenced by her for 
the purpose of giving a wider publicity to her 
views upon woman's capabilities and training. She 
will devote herself while in this country to the 
study of American women and to iecturing ina 
pumber of the larger cities. Her investigations 
will no doubt result In much good, and will lead to 
the better understanding of a subject which is 
yearly attracting more attention,

THOMAS LE CLEAR, THE #AMOUS 
PORTRAIT-PAINTER. 


DEATH OF THE VENERABLE ARTIST AFTER 
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A SHORT ILLNESS—THE STORY OF HIS 
EARLY STRUGGLES AND LATER SUCCESSES, 
Thomas Le Clear, one of the most famous of 
the portratt-painters which this country has pro- 
duced, died at his residence in Rutherford, N. J., 
on Sunday evening. Mr. Le Clear had always en- 
joyed remarkably good health until about a week 
ago, when he was stricken'with pleursy. Under 
the treatment of his physicians he was apparently 
recovering, and his friends expected to see him at 
work in his studio again soon, when, on Sunday, 
he suffered a relapse, which ended fatally in a 
very few bours. He leaves a widow, five children, 
and a step-son. The funeral services will be held 
at his late residence in Rutherford to-morrow 
morning at 10:30 o’olock, and his artist and other 
friends expecting to attend will leave tne Erie De- 
pot at the foot of Chambers-street at 9:30 o’clock. 


_Mr. Le Clear was born in Owego, Tioga County, 
N. Y., March 11, 1818. He showed his predilections 
for the tife of an artist at, the early age of 9 years, 
when he made his first attempt at portraiture on a 
piece of pine board, on which he produced a face 
and head with lamp-black, Venetian red, and white 
lead. Three years later the ambitious lad at- 
tempted an ideal St. Matthew. This production 
created a sensation in his native place, and orders 
for copies, at $2 50 each, flowed in rapidly on the 
aspiring young painter. He filled a great num- 
ber of these commissions, but the strain 
on his undeveloped faculties proved too much 
for him, and failing health obliged him to give up 
his congenia! occupation for a time. In 1882 his 
parents removed to London, Canada, and here 
young Le Clear painted afew portraits, but Lon- 
don at that time was an uncongenial clime for art, 
and he received little escouragement to persevere 
in his work until the Hon. John Wilson, an ex- 
member of Parliament, recognized his ability and 
sat to him fora portrait. He wasso successful in 
ponene this picture that hisname became widely 

nown in Upper Canada, and from. that 
time until he left the Province he had 
plenty of commissions to fill, In 1834, 
when his businesa was slightly dull, he went 
to Goodrich, on Lake Huron, and decorated the 
panels of asteamboat under the direction of the 
owners, who to his great disgust insisted that 
the work should be done in low art, while the 
artist of 16 wanted to paint a set of historical 
scenes. For the next two years Mr. Le Clear livea 
in Norfolk, N. Y., painting portraits when be could 
secure an order and at other times gaining his 
living by means of any henorabie work that he 
could procure. From Norfolk he went to Green 
Bay, Wis., but failing to find work in his art there 
he returned to London, Upper Canada, where he 
was advised by his old friend and patren, Mr. Wil- 
son, to come to this City. He started for New- 
York, but his‘funds gave out at Elmira, and fora 
season he was obliged to accept any kind of labor 
that offered to secure a bare subsistence, He used to 
refer to this time very often as tne darkest period of 
his life. Mr. Le Clear arrived in this City finally in 
1839. He was a perfect stranger and almost penni- 
less, but he opened a studio on Broadway. He 
was industrious and faithful in his work, and 
orders, which came in slowly at first, began to in- 
crease in number until he found himself estab- 
lished with a good income. A picture which he 
called * The Reprimand” brought to him a good 
aeal of reputation, and was purchased by the Art 
Union, which was then flourishing in this City. In 
1844 he was married to his first wife. a daughter of 
Russell B. Wells; of Boston, and the following year 
he established himself in Buffalo, where he re- 
mained until 1860, when he returned to this 
City, Where he maintained his studio until 
his death. In 1862 he exhibited “ The Itinerant” at 
the National Academy, and the picture brought 
much praise to the artist, who was made amem- 
ber of the Academy inthe following year. His 
fame as a portrait-painter steadily increased, and 
at his death Mr. Le VUlear was acknowledged to be 
one of the leading artists inthis vranch of art. 
Mr. Le Clear occupied a studio with his friend, Al- 
bert Bierstadt, at No. 1,271 Broadway, and he has 
left many unfinished pictures on his easels which 
would have been completed ina few months. He 
had just completed a portrait of President Arthur, 
who was one of his warmest friends, and portraits 
of ex-Presidents Garfield and Grant. Tuckerman, 
in ‘The Book of the Artists,’ says of Le Clear: 
“To the native facility for imitation he unites 
remarkabie power of characterization, a peculiar 
skill in color, and minute authenticity in 
the reproduction of latent, as well as super- 
ficial, personal traits. In some cases his 
tints are remarkably true to nature, and his 
modeling of the head strong and characteristic,” 
Anieng the eompositions of Mr. Le Clear which 
have attracted most attention are ‘The Marble- 
players,” “ The Itinerant,’’and ** Young America.”’ 
Of his more remarkabie specimens of portrait- 
age» are the pictures of Edwin Booth as Ham- 
et, Gifford and McEnt+e, the artists; Danie! &.

M. BONNET-DUVERDIER. 

The death is announced ina dispatch from 
Paris of M. Bonnet-Duverdier, the well-known 
Radical Deputy from Lyons. M. Bonnet- Duver- 
dier was born in 1824, and while a:medical student 
he took partin the movement of June 13, 1849, as 


a result of which he was obliged to retire to Jersey, 
where he lived several years. He took no further 
part in politics until the re-establishment of the 
Municipal Counsei of Paris, when he was elected 
a member of the council from the Eleventh 
Arrondissement. While on an official journey 
to London, where he had been received as 
President of the Council by the Lord Mayor, he 
accepted a banquet tendered by the refugees of 
the Commune. He continued to preside over the 
Municipal Council until a short time after the act 
ot May 16, 1877, when, at a private reunion in 
Saint Denis, he made a speech fiercely denouncing 
the President of the republic, and reflected upon 


the latter’s personal bravery. On the following | 


day he was attacked by the Conservative press, 
and arrested at his home. He was finally con- 


demned to 15 months’ imprisonment and to pay a | 


fine of 2,000f. Before his term of imprisonment 
had expired M. Bonnet-Duverdier was elected a 
Deputy from the Second District of Lyons. As 
soon as he undertook to perferm the duties of 
this office grave accusations were made against 
him by the Library Committee of the Fourteenth 
Arrondissement. He fought down these charges, 
and after his victory had been confirmed by the 
Chamber of Deputies he declared from the tribune, 
Nov. 8, 1878, that he considered himself absolved 
from the suspicions of which he had been the ob- 
ject by the verdict of the jury of honor which had 
sonsidered his case. Although other fierce attacks 
were made upon him M. Bonnet-Duverdier held his 
seat isolated from his colleagues on the benches of 
the extreme Left.

LEWIS D. CAMPBELL. 

The Hon. Lewis D. Campbell died at Hamil- 
ton, Ohio, on Sunday. Mr. Campbell was 
born in Franklin, Warren County, Ohio, Aug. 
9, 1811. His education he gained principally 
in a printing-office, having 
early in life to the Cincinnati Gazette, first 
as a printer, then as an editor. Subseqnent- 
ly he had control of another political news- 
paper, and was admitted to the Bar. He was 
elected a member of Congress from Ohio in 1848, 
and was re-elected to each successive Congress 
down to the Thirty-fifth, when his seat was con- 
tested, and the House of Revresentatives decided 
against his claim. In the Thirty-fourth Congress 
he was Chairman of the Committee on Ways and 
Means. In December, 1865, President Johnson 
appointed him Minister to Mexico, and he was 
subsequently clected to the Forty-second Con- 
gress, serving on various committees. He occu- 
pied for many years a prominent part in the 

Olitical history of the Nation, although in 
ater years he has been in comparative retirement, 
his last position being that of member of the Ohio 
Constitutional Convention in 1872-3. He entered 
Congress as a Whig, then became an American, and 
at length a Republican. Inthe war of the rebel- 
lion he served for atime as Colonel of the Sixty- 
ninth Ohio Volunteers. and became at that timea 
warm friend of President Johuson. Col. Campbell 
finally drifted into the Democratic Party. He was 
in the same Congressional district as the late C. L. 
Vallandigham, and for anumber of terms the two 
were contestants for the seat in Congress. He was 
a man of ability, a brilliant speaker, and had many 
elements of personal popularity.

DR. HUGO KUENSTLER. 

Dr. Hugo Kuenstler, a German physician 
well known in Harlem, who lived at No. 240 East 
One Hundred and Fifth-street, died suddenly on 
Sunday evening while attending a patient. He 
was summoned at about 5:30 o'clock in the evening 
to attend the wife of Thomas Schmidt, of No. 322 
East One Hundred and Fourth-street, who was 


about to becomea mother. The Doctor accompa- 
nied the messenger to Mrs. Schmidt’s apartments, 
and while at her bedside he was taken suddeniy 
ill. Hefell to the floor and expired in a few mo- 
ments. His remains were removed te his late resi- 
dence. Dr. Kuenstler was 35 years of age and a 
native of Berlin. He had been in this country for 
18 years. He was graduated from the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons in i871. Dr. Cocks, of 
Kast One Hundred and Sixteenth-street, said yes- 
terday that Dr. Kuenstler had been suffering for 
some time from chronic meningitis, and that his 
death was probably due to an abscess on the brain.

NEWTON F. WHITING. 

Newton F. Whiting, one of the editors and 
proprietors of the Daily Commerciad Buietin, and 
for about 15 years the financial editor of the Lven- 
ing Post, died yesterday morning at his residence, 
No. 105 East Thirty-ninth-street, after an iliness of 


about a week. Mr. Whiting was a native of Hollis- 
ton, Mass., where he was born Feb. 26, 1840. He 
came to this City in infancy, where his father, 
Jason C. Whiting. became enzaged in the leather 
«and hidetrade. After an education-in the public 
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schools of this City and Williston Seminary at East- 
hampton, Mass., he studied law in the office of the 
Hon. John T. Wait, of Norwich, Conn., member of 
Congress from the Third District of that State. 
After admission to the Bar he became private sec- 
retary to Paymaster-General Andrews, in the War 
Department at Washinaton, where he remained 
for three years. About 1865 he engaged in the 
brokerage business in this City, abandoning this, 
however, to accept a position as fluancial writer 
for the Evening Fost. r. Whiting was one of the 
ablost writers on financial topics who frequented 
the Street—a man of sound judgment, of clear per- 
ceptions, and able to grasp readily the perplexing 
problems that so frequently agitate financial circles. 
His honor and integrity were above reproach. and 
his personal popularity, with his rare faculties, 
made for him a host of friends. Mr. Whitney leaves 
a widow, the daughter of Joseph Rudd, now prom- 
inently connected with Western railroad interests, 
and two children, a girl of 9 years and a boy of 5. 
His funeral will take place on Wednesday.

BARON VON MANTEUFFEL. 

A dispatch from Crossen, Prussia, announces 
the death, on Sunday evening, of Baron Otho- 
Theodore von Manteuffel, the eminent Prussian 
statesman. Baron von Manteuffel was born at 
Liibben, Brandenburg, Feb. 3, 1805, and studied law 
inthe University of Halle. Upon the completion 
of the course in that institution, in 1827, he went to 
Berlin, where he became a magistrate. In the Fall 
of 1848, Count Brandenburg was called to power 
and charged with the duty of suppressing the revo- 
jution. The Count made Baron von Manteuffel 
Minister of the Interior, and on the restoration of 
order the Minister gexve evidence of an adminis- 
trative ability which gained him the good will of a 
large party among the commercial and middle 
classes. He became Chief of the Cabinet and Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs in December, 1850, and at 
Olmiitz he gave way to Austria on all the questions 
of German policy for which Prussia had contended 
for two and a half years. Two years later he was 
made President of the Council of Ministers, and he 
was, in 1856, one of the Peace Plenipotentiaries at 
Paris. He endeavored to hold the balance between 
the Liberals and Reactionists, and succeeded in 
gaining the respect of all parties from the sincerity 
of his motives. Baron von Manteuffel retired from 
power Oct. 11, 1858.

A LARGE AUDIENCE HISSES THE ENGLISH- 
MAN—MR. SULLIVAN MAKES A SPEECH. 
Over 1,500 gentlemen of various walks in 

life crowded into the Art Gallery of the Madison- 

Square Garden before 8 o’clock last evening, and 

then the doors were closed by order of Police 

Captain Williams, because no more standing room 

could be secured within. Fully 3,000 indignant 

gentlemen were thus shut out, and many of them 
had purchased tickets which entitied them to ad- 
mission. The occasion for this great outpouring 
of the masses was the announcement that 
Mr. Tom allen, England’s veteran pugilist, 
would make his first public appearance in 
this country since his return trom abroad, Poli- 
ticians of high and low degree secured places 
near the platform, whereon a 24-foot ring was 
arranged, At 8 o’clock Mr. Pop Whittaker ap- 
peared in the ring, and Capt. Williams whispered 
to him for a few moments. The audience be- 
came depressed as they saw tears in the eyes of the 
master of ceremonies. Aiter a little speech 
he introduced two feather-weight boxers, and, as 
he did so, said to them: ‘*Gentlemen, no slugging.” 

The audience sighed like one,whose heart was break- 

ing. The feather-weight boxers were exceedingly 

lively, however, and the audience applauded. 

Other boxers foliowed in_ quick succession, and 

each set-to pleased the audience. It began to be 

noised about near the platform that no less a per- 

son than the distinguished Bostonian, Mr. John L. 

Sullivan, wasin tne room. The report was at first 

diseredited, but when Mr. Bernard Aaron sol- 

emnly pledged his word and sacred honor that Mr. 

Sullivan was in the rear portion of the hall in con-

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NEW SHELTER FOR THE POOR. 

The ladies of the New-York Bible and Kruit 
Mission formally opened their new lodging-house 
lastevening, at No. 420 East Twenty-sixth-street. 
This institution is the outgrowth of the New-York 
Bible and Fruit Mission to Public Hospitals. The 
ladies noticed that many of the patients who bad 
been discharged from the hospitals soon returned 
sick and that their sickness was often caused by 


over-indulgenee in liauor. Between the foot of 
East Twenty-sixth-strect, near which Bellevue 
Hospital stands, and where the released prisoners 
from Blackwell's Island are landed, and Third-ave- 
nue, a distanee of two or three blocks, the 
ladies counted no less than 2% grog-shops, 
and they also noticed that many of these 
released prisoners were lured into these places im- 
mediately after landing. The coffee-house oppo- 
site Bellevue Hospital was established to meet this 
evil, and succeeded so well that it was decided to 
build a lodging-house where comfortable shelter 
could be had at low prices. The present house was 
built next to the eoffee-house. In the latter are 
accommodations for women, and on the fourth 
floor of the lodging-house there 1s a large dormi- 
tory with accomodations for 100men. The price 
of lodging here js i2 cents per night. Onthesecond 
floor there are single rooms at from $2to $3 per 
week. Atthe opening exercises last evening the 
Rey. Dr. Howard Crosby, the Rov. Dr. Heary C. 
Potter, aid the Rev. Dr. Sabine made addresses ap- 
roving the work.

ANOTHER CHAPTER IN THE STAR 
ROUTE ROBBERY. 

LETTER OF THE EX-ATTORNEY-GENERAL TO 
THE PRESIDENT WRITTEN A YEAR AGO 
—ARTHUR ADVISED TO DECLARE HIS 
HEARTY APPROVAL OF THE PROSECU- 
TIONS. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 27.—The following let- 
ter from ex- Attorney-General Wayne MacVeagh to 
President Arthur, written just before his retire- 
ment from the Cabinet, will appear in the 7emes 
to-morrow: 

PHILApDELPara, Nov. 8, 1881. 

My Dear Mr. Presipent: Your letter nas just 
reached me, and I will come tosee you and talk 
over once more the subject of which it treats in 
the same spirit of conciliation in which we have 
heretofore discussed it. I will telegraph you in 
advance of my coming, which will be just as soon 
as I can free myself from enyagements here. 
In the interval I wish you to consider again the 
reasons why I cannot share your opinions upon this 
subject. As I have already told you, I knew com- 
Darativoly nothing about the star route frauds until 
President Garfield called my attention to them. 
He spoke very earnestly of his duty to have them 
thoroughly investigated, to remove all persons 
who ought to have prevented them, and to see that 
all persons were prosecuted against whom reagon- 
able grounds for such a course were developed by 
the investization. He said he had explained to the 
Postmaster-General the same views, and also why 
he wished him to consult me rather than the Dis- 
triet Attorney of the District. The Postmaster- 
General called upon me, and we went together to 
the President. He was quite as emphatic as be- 
fore in the expression of his own _  opin- 
fon upon the subject. He spoke of the 
frauds as unparalleled villainies; as a loathsome 
ulcer on the body politic, needing to be cut out, 
with all its roots, no matter where they extended. 
He stated that, while it did not belong to my de- 
partment—certainly not at all at that stage of the 
matter—yet he wished to associate me with the 
Postmaster-General to the extent of having the lat- 
ter feel at perfect liberty to consult me at any time 
aboutit. He said he intended to remove Gen. 
Brady as soon as the Postmaster-General could 
tind a satisfactory successor. At a subsequent in- 
terview he recretted the delay in that matter and 
urged his immediate removal, as he held him prin- 
cipally responsible for the great frauds which he 
evidently was convinced had been committed. 

As soon as Gen. Brady’s resignation had been 
demanded his newspapers not unnaturally began 
abusing President Garfield, the Postmaster-General, 
myself, and everybody in any way connected with 
the investigation. Onthissubject [speak without the 
slightest personal warmth, for thenceforth I ceased 
reading them,and only know what I have been 
told by others, or read in other newspapers. Presi- 
dent Garfield subsequently expressed regret that 
he had exposed me to such attacks by connecting 
me with a matter not necessarily a part of my duty 
at that stage. But I told him that E regarded it as 
an honor to be abused in his company. I added 
the general proposition that in these days the abuse 
of thieves was about the only decoration in our 
public life worth winning, and is_ the sur- 
est possible passport to the good opinion 
of honest men. In this spirit and in this 
companionship I went on advising with the 
President and the Postmaster-General as occasion 
arose. My functions were slight and infrequent. 
Mr. Woodward was the Special Agent of the Pest 
Office Department best acquainted with these 
frauds and most zealous in their investigation. 
He not only possessed the entire confidence of the 
Postmaster-General, but had been commended to 
me personally by Senator Hawiey as aman of ex- 
cellent judgment, and not only of undoubted, but 
of aggressive, honesty. When, therefore, Mr. 
Woodward thought it desirable that he should 
have the assistance of Mr. Gibson, and the Post- 
master-General coincided in that opinion, I went 
with the latter to President Garfield, explained the 
matter to him, and received his directions to em- 
ploy Mr. Gibson. When, subsequently, Mr. Wood- 
ward and Mr. Gibson agreed in requesting the em- 
ployment of Mr. Cook, precisely the same course 
was pursued with the same result. Whenever they 
brought me any person supposed to possess knowl- 
edge of these frauds I advised him to tell the truth, 
and whenever I received letters suggesting sources 
of information I wrote to the parties indicated, ex- 
pressing the desire of the Government to obtain 
any knowledge of papers relating to the subject 
under their control, and whatever responses were 
received I, of course, turned over to the gentlemen 
charged with the inquiries which were progressing. 
I also insisted trom the first and upon al! proper 
occasions that there was no possible vindication 
for anybody accused except an open trial before a 
court and jury, or a frank abandonment of the 
cases by the Governmentit the evidence did not 
in the opinion of the President justify a 
prosecution. That was my whole connection 
with the cases up to the wounding of President 
Garfield, except that the day before he was shot 
he repeated to me his efforts to have Mr. Riddle 
appointed District Attorney of the District by 
President Hayes, and directed me to see Mr. Rid- 
dle, offer him the place in his name, and if he ac- 
cepted it to advise him by telegraph and he would 
reply asking me to request Mr. Corkhijl’s resigna- 
tion. I wrote Mr. Riddle asking to sae him, but he 
did not see me until the night of the day President 
Garfield was wounded aud when we were expect- 
ing him to die very shortly. I thentold Mr. Riddle 
in one of the upper reoms of the White House 
what had oecurred. . 

As you had the best of reasons for knowing, I 
never expected President Garfield to recover, and 
as I did not for a moment entertain the Idea of re- 
maining in the Cabinet after his death, I supposed 
such connection as [had had with the star route 
cases was substantially ended, and that any further 
relation which the department might have with 
them would devolve upon my successor. As, how- 
ever, President Garfield continued to: live, I con- 
tinued to do whatever was necessary, but nothing 
more. When we were considering the removal of 
the President to Long Branch Mr. Corkhill asked 
ime if I know whether any of these cases would be 
ready for the Grand Jury. I[ told him I knew noth- 
ing of the details of the cases, and that, of course, 
Mr. Cook, his own special assistant in the cases, 
was the person to give him any information he de- 
sired. As I felt sure the responsibility of the Gov- 
ernment would devolve upon you at an early 
day. I desired to do nothing which I could 
avoid to embarrass or commit you or my 
successor. I therefore postponed the selection 
of leading counsel until I was assured by the gen- 
tlemen in charge of these matters that it ought to 
ve delayed no longer. Thereupon the Postmaster- 
Generel and I met and discussed the subject. We 
agreed that, in view of the circumstances, we 
ought to select from the leaders of the Bar gentle- 
men not ouly of the highest ability and character, 
but gentlemen, also, whose personal and political 
relations would very probably be not only cordial 
but confidential with you ana with my successor, 
so that you should approach these cases with every 
possible advantage. It was in this epirit we select- 
ed Mr. Bliss and Mr. Brewster, and with the selec- 
tion of these gentlemen I considered wy relation to 
the star route matters as ended. 

As soon as President Garfield died I informed 


you of my determination to leave the Cabinetas | 


soon as you could conveniently appoint my suc- 
cessor, and a few days afterward I made a public 
announcement of that determination. 
return from New-York you kind!y asked me to re- 
consider it, and I as kindly explained to you why I 
couid not doso. Youthen decided upon my suc- 
cessor, and upon your assurance that he would be 


nominated to the Senate not later than Wednes- | 


day, Oct. 26, [le:t Washington Tuesday afternoon, 
Oct. 25, having Made my adieus and leaving the 
Solicitor-General, with your approval, 1n charge of 
the department. On Thursday last at the depot 
you explained to me why you had not been able to 
do as you expected, and why you had decided to 
leave the Solicitor-General in charge until the 
meeting of Congress. I really think, therefore, the 
first thing in order is the acceptance of my resigna- 
tion, and assuming that to have been done I will 
restate Why I was convinced that it was desira- 
ble on public grounds alone. If the star 
route cases are tried they must be principally 
tried in the District of Columbia,.and the jurors 
must be selected from its residents. Now, in that 
District I am assured twice each week-day and 
once each Sunday a newspaper is published and 
circulated among the people from whom the jurors 
are to be selected, filled with abuse of everybody 
connected, during President Gartield’s life-time, 
with these investigations. That is said to have 
gone on constantly as to President Garfield up to 
the day he was shot, and as to all the rest of us 
ever since, and the influence of such a steady out- 
pour upon a community of jurors is sure to be 
very great. It is very true that THz New-York 
‘’imes in this case. as in the Tweed case, has print- 
ed very many of the records, and with the aid of 
the press generally has doubtless carried convic- 
tion to the general public; but among the public of 
the District of Columbia the papers controlled by 
Mr. Brady and edited by Mr. Gorham and others, 
circulated, I have no doubt, greatly in excess of 
newspapers published elsewhere. Now, while 
these newspapers have been abusing me, they have 
been as steadily praising you, and to such an ex- 
tent that they are sometimes foolishly mistaken 
for and called your organs. 

Then, too, you wiil have observed that both be- 
fore and since I left Washington all kinds of false- 
hoods corcerning our relations have been pub- 
lished, purporting to be semi-oftficial, and if not de- 
nied at least not discouraged. Of course, I know 
how absolutely untrue all this is, but it serves the 
purpose of leading the people of the district to 
suppose that you are hostile to me, and it is use- 
less to close our eyes to the fact that Mr. Gorham’s 
relations with some of your most influentia! friends 
give these pretensions very considerable weight 
with unreflecting people. {£ do not mention these 
tactics of the acoused parties to make any com- 
plaint of them. Quite likely they were to be ex- 
pected in such circumstances as have surrounded 
these cases. Indeed, I foresaw to some extent 
that such methods would be employed, and suc- 
cessfully, and I have, therefore, always believed, 
but never so firmly as to-day, that my remaining in 
office after President Garfield died, or assuming 
any special responsibility for these cases in any 
shape, would be construed in the District itself as 
notice that you were not in sympathy with the pros- 
ecutions, and that you intended President Garfield's 
Administration and not yours should be responsi- 
ble for the further conduct of them. If I had 
needed any additional evidence that i was right in 
this conclusion I would have found it in the fran- 
tic demands of the accused parties themselves 
that I should continue responsibie, and their loud 
prophecies that you would not accept my resigna- 
tion unless i agreed to such responsibility.

THE BASE-BALL FIELD. 


THE PLAYERS ENGAGED FOR THE AMERICAN 
ASSOCIATION CLUB—THEIR RECORDS. 

The club that is to represent this City in the 
American Base-ball Association next season has 
been selected. and will be composed of the follow- 
ing players: Lynch, Reipschlager, Keefe, Holbert,. 
Esterbrook, Brady, Nelson, Kennedy, and Rose- 
man. It will be under the management of Mr. 
James Mutrie, who organized the Metropolitan 
Clab and held the position of manager during its 
existence. He has displayed good judgment in 
the hiring of the men, as six of the nine men en- 


gaged played in last year’s Metropolitan Club, and 
certainly understand each other's playing qualities. 
Where the games will be played while in town is 
not settled as yet, but it is understood that the 
projectors of the club have been negotiating for 
the lease of some property at One Hundred 
and Thirty-fifth-street and Eighth-avenue. This 
is a good site for a _ ball ground, it 
being convenient to the patrons on account of 
its elose proximity to the One Hundred and Thirty- 
fifth-street station of the Sixth-avenue elevated 
railroad. The admission fee to witness the games 
played by the American Association club is 25 
cents, while its riva!, the League club, will have to 
charge 50 cents, in accordance with the rules of the 
latter association. Unless the two clubs settle 
matters between themselves and arrange it so 
when the American Assoolation club is in town 
the League team will be on the road. this difference 
of admission will certainly tend to hurt the high- 
priced exponents of the national game. The play- 
ers engaged by Manager Mutrie are as strong a 
nine, if not stronger, than any club holding mem- 
bership in the association. ‘I tell you, the Cincin- 
nati Club won’t have such a soft snap next year,” 
said the confident manager. “If it carries off that 
championship again the New-York representatives 
will make it play good base-ball for it.” 

Thomas J. Esterbrook, who will cover first base, 
isone of the most promising ball-players on the 
field. He can play in any position but pitcher, and. 
is considered a good batsman. Esterbrook began 
his professional career iu the Jersey City nine as 
short stop. Soon after this he accepted an offer 
from the Buffalo Club, and filled every position ex- 
cept pitcher for the ** Bisons.” His styie of play- 
ing is admired by the base-ball public. He is neat 
in every movement, and is a safe man on first base. 
Last year he covered left field for the Cleveland 
club, and for atime held the lead in the record for 
that position. Esterhrook’s batting average is .286. 
Stephen A. Brady will piay second base. Brady 
began his base-ball- career as third baseman for the 
Hartrord nine in 1874. He played in the position 
of second baseman for the Worcesters in 1879, and 
took part in over 100 games, Brady isasure batsman, 
and at one time headed the list in the International 
Association. He has attained an average of .373. 
The veteran base-ball player, ‘* Jack” Nelson, will 
occupy his old position as short stop. Nelson is 
one of the oldest players in the country. He 
began his career in the days of the old Kekfard 
Club, and has been engaged on the ball-field 
since. His skillful base-running has won a great 
many games, and his shrewduess in securing bis 
base on called balls is unprecedented. Keefe, the 
pitcher, will cover third base when he is not en- 
gaged in pitching. He is a good player in that 
position, and his qualities asa pitcher are envied 
by a large number of the manipulators of the ball. 
His batting record is .280 and fielding .879. John 
Lynch, of last season’s Metropolitan nine, will 
alternate in the position of pitcher with Keefe. He 
has been engaged on the ball-field for several 
years and is a good steady pitcher. Reip- 
schlager will catch for Lynch, and when 
he is not engaged behind the bat he 
will probably cover third _ base. Reip- 
schlager is a good catcher, and when working 
together with Lynch the two forma strong “ bat- 
tery.” He supports the pitching of Lynchin fine

tothe batsman. Holbert, formerly of the Troys, 
wiil catch for Keefe. For refusing to play against 
an amateur organization last season he was put on 
the black list, and is, therefore, not allowed to 
play with a League club. Holbert is a good catcher 
and a clever batsman, his batting record being .274. 
Edward Kennedy will occupy his old position in 
the left field. He is without doubt the finest player 
in the country in that position, and were it not for 
his indifferent qualities as a batsman he would 
command a larger salary than any man playing 
that position. He was one of the first men engaged 
by Manager Mutrie for the Metropolitan nine in 
i880. Kennedy began his professional career as a 
member of the Crickets, of Binghamton, N. Y., in 
1876. Whie playing ia the ‘‘Mets’”’ in 1881 he 
took partin 149 games, the largest number ever 
credited to any ball-playerin a single season. His | 
remarkable catches win for him a large amount of | 
applause, and he is a general favorite. James | 
Roseman, who played in the Troys jast season, will | 
cover night field. Roseman has been identified 
with base-ball for several years. He began his 
career as a pitcher, and had attained a permanent 
position when he injured his arm, which left him 
unable to act in that capacity. Good base-run- 
ning is his forte, and he has attained a good repu- 
tation for clearing the circuit in a short space of 
time. Roseman’s average as a fielder is .864, and 
as a batter .216. No player has been engaged as 
yet to fill the position left vacant inthe centre | 
field, and itis likely that, two additional men will 
be secured—one to play on third base and the 
other in the centre field.

Dr. Ehrbart was born in Offenberg, Baden, Ger- 
many, in August, 1808. He studied at the gymna- 
sium in that place, afterward at Freiberg, and 
finally graduated at Heidelberg, although he after- 
ward received degrees from other prominent Ger- 
man universities. He was one of the leaders in the 
agitation of 1848, in which Carl Schurz and Sigis- 
mund Loew bore so prominent a part. For this 
he was exiled and had his property confis- 
cated by the Government. He made a hasty 
retreat to Strasburg, then under French | 
dominion, and subsequently came to _ the 
United States. He lived first at McKeesport, where 
he remained for about ayearandahalf. Subse- 
quently he removed to Ailegheny City, where he 
rapidly accumulated a competence in the practtice 
of medicine. His praetice was entirely among the 
Germans, and he could speak but little English. 
In religion he was a Free-thinker, but such was his 
character for purity and integrity that be enjoyed 
the love and confidence of a large number of Chris- 
tian friends. He has been an advocate of crema- 
tion for a number of years, and after the erection 
of the Lemoyne furnace he entered into a compact 
with his wife that whoever died first the survivor 
was to see to their cremation. He suffered 40 
years with the gout, and although he in full health 
weighed 240 pounds, he was so reduced that just 
previous to his death he only weighed 90 pounds.

DEOISIONS BY THE UNITED STATES | 
SUPREME COURT. 

A JUDGMENT AGAINST THE ERIE RAILWAY 
COMPANY—TWO GAS-BURNER PATENTS— 
THE OWNERSHIP OF THE CELEBRATED 
STEVENS BATTERY. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 27.—A decision was ren- 
dered by the Supreme Couit of the United States 
to-day in the tax case of the United States vs. 
the Erie Railway Company, brought here by writ 
of error to the Circuit Court of the United States 
for the Southern District of New-York. This was @ 
suit to recover from the company taxes amounting 
in the aggregate to £9,300, alleged to be due on cer- 
tain interest coupons attached to bonds of the com- 
pany held and owned by non-resident aliens. 
The Circuit Court held that the company 
was not liable for the tax. This ceurt, how- 
ever, reversed that judgment on the authori- 
ty of Railroad Company vs. The Collector, 
(100 U. S., 595.) The cause is remanded, with 
directions to enter a judgment in favor of the 


United States and against the railway company 
for the equivalent in lawful money of the 
United States of the tax of £9,300, with interest 
at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum from the sev- 
eral times when the same became due and payable, 
according to the agreed statement of facts on 
which the submission was made below. Opinion 
by Chiez-Justice Waite, Justice Field dissenting. 
Justices Bradley and Harlan concurred in the 
judgment, but not in the opinion. 

Decisions were also rendered by the court to- 
day in the two patent cases of Theodore Clough, 
appellant, vs. the Gilbert and Barker Manu- 
facturing Company. The first of these cases was 
a suit brought by Clough against the manufactur- 
ing company for alleged infringement of a patent 
upon an improved gas-burner, the distinctive 
features of which, according to the claims of the 
patent, were, first, a bat-wing burner perforated 
at the base, in combination with a surrounding 
tube, and, second, a tubular valve for regulating 
the supply of external gas to the burner. This 
court holds that both of these claims are valid, and 
that both have been infringed by the Gilbert and 
Barker Company. The combination of the first 
claim being new, and Clough having been the first 

erson who applied a valve regulator of any 

ind to such combination, he is entitled to 
hold as infringements of the second claim 
all valve regulators applied to such combination, 
which perform tbe same office in substantially the 
same way, and were known equivalents for this 
form of valvo regulator. The decree of the court 
below is therefore reversed, with costs, and the 
cause remanded, with directions to enter a decree 
for the appellant for an account and an injunction 
as prayed in the bi/l and for further proceedings. 
Opinion by Justice Blatchford. The second case, 
involving the same litigants, was a suit brought by 
the Gilbert and Barker Company against Clough 
for alleged infringement of a patent on im- 
provements in gas-burners granted to John 
F. Barker July 26, 1870. In this case the 
court hoids that, although a gas-burner made ac- 
cording to the description of the said patent in- 
fringes both of the claims of letters patent granted 
to Theodore Clough July 14, 1870, in its method of 
supplying additional gas and in its valve arrange- 
ment for regulating the supply, yet as it dispenses 
with the interior tubular valve of Clough, and is 
made in two pieces instead of three, and is less ex- 
pensive to make, and the shell alone revolves in 
regulating the supply and not the burner with it, 
and the flame always remains in one position, the 
modifications are new, useful, and patentable. De- 
cree affirmed, with costs aud interest. Opinion by 
Justice Blatchford. 

A decision was also rendered in the case of Anna 
A. Clarkson et al., plaintiffs in error, ys. Martha B. 
Stevens et al., a case which involves the title to 
the celebrated Stevens battery. The claim of 
the plaintiffs in error, who are the heirs at law of 
Robert L. Stevens, is founded on a resolution of 
Congress approved July 17, 1862, entitled ‘* A reso- 
lution releasing to the heirs at law of Robert L. 
Stevens. deceased. all the right, title, and interest 
of the United States in and to the Stevens battery.” 
This court. however, holds that at the date of the 
above resolution the United States had no title to 
the Stevens battery, but that the property in it had 
continued in Robert L. Stevens until his death, 
passed by his will to Edwin A. Stevens, as residu- 
ary legatee, and subsequently became vested in the 

resent defendants in error and in the State of 
New-Jersey. to which, in its unfinished condition, 
it was finally presented.

THE LIFE-SAVING SERVICE. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The following is an | 


| abstract of the annual report of the Superintend- 


ent of the Life-saving Service: ‘“ The establish- 
ment.embraced at the close of the fiscal year 190 
stations, 145 being on the Atlantic, 37 on the lakes, 
7 on the Pacific, and 1 at the Falls of the Ohio, 
Louisville, Ky. The number of disasters to docu- 
mented vessels within the field of station opera- 
tions was 287. There were 2,268 persons on board 


these vessels, of whom 2,256 were saved and only 
12 lost. The number of shipwrecked persons who 
required succor at the stations was 450, 
and to these 1,334 days’ relief in the 
ageregate was afforded. The estimated 
vaiue of the vessels involved in these disasters 
was $3,265,830, and that of their cargoes, $1,492,062, 
making the total ‘value of property imperiled 
$4,757,892. Of this amount $3,099,537 was saved, 
and $1,658,355 lost. The numberof disasters in- 
volving the total destruction of vessels was 67. In 
addition to the foregoing there have been 58 in- 
stances ef disasters to small craft, on which were 
128 persons, all of whom were saved. The proper- 
ty involved in the latter disasters was $7,870, of 
which $6,470 was saved and $1,400 lost. The re- 
sults of all the disasters in the scope of the service 
aggregate, therefore, as follows: }

There were 39 persons rescued in addition to 
those saved from vessels, (they having fallen from 
wharves, piers, &c.,) who would certainly have 
been drowned but for the assistance rendered by 
life-saving crews. The investigations held in each 
case show that the 12 persons lost during the year 
were entirely beyond the reach of human aid. 
Although there were 44 more disasters than during 
any previous year since the general extension of 
the service, the loss of life is smaller, with one ex- 
ception, thanthat of any year preceding. The as- 
sistance rendered in saviug vessels and cargoes has 
been very great this year—298 vessels having been 
worked off when stranded, piloted out vf danger- 
ous places, repaired when damagea, or assisted 
in similar ways by the station crews. 
There were, besides, 76 instances when vessels 
running into danger of stranding were warned off 
by the night signals of the patrols, and thus proba- 
bly saved. The report records the fact that the 
Life-saving service has now been in operation 
under the present system for one complete decade 
and gives the results in the following table:

edly called, and which was subsequently reme- 
died by the establishment of intervening stations.” | 
Statistics show that since the general extension of 
the service to‘all portions of the evaat, in 1876, the 
loss of life from marine disaster bas been reduced 
nearly 75 per cent.; that is to say, that while in 
1876 and prior to that time one person was lost 
out of every 29 on board vessels suffering disaster, 
there has been aconstant decrease, urtil now there 
is only one person lost out of every 113, and this 
result is shown to be almost entirely due to the 
agency of the Life-saving stations.

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CORNERS AND FUTURES. 
¥YURTHER TESTIMONY BEFORE THE SENATE 
COMMITTEE OF INQUIRY. 

The investigation of the corners and deal- 
ings in futures and their effect upon the public 
welfare, which State Senators Boyd and Brewning 
have been making, was continued at the Metropol- 
ltan Hotel yesterday. The Rer. Dr. Howard 
Crosby. who was not sworn because of the ex- 
pressed belief of Chairman Boyd that this was ur- 
necessary On account of the sacred ealling of the 
Witness, testified that his knowledge of corners 
and dealings in futures was derived from the pub- 
lic prints. Hehad come to the conciusion, how- 
ever, that they were demoralizing to the com- 
munity; that they tended to deterigrate the tone 
of public sentiment, and that they deranged com- 
merce. The practice of cornering contributed to 
false values by means of trick and device, and. 
like all tricks, they must be detrimental to the 
public welfare. He saw no difference between 
cornering and other forms of gambling, 
which were usualiy considered demoralizing, nor 
bevween dealing in futures and the ordinary forms 
of gambling at a gaming table. They cave a fever- 
Ish tone to society, induced men to make great 
ventures, subjected them to great disappointments, 
Increased the number of desperate men in the com- 
munity. and deterred honest men from prosecuting 

bonest business. 

Mr. Alexander E, Orr, of the firm of David Dows 
& Co., testified that his firm. althougn it was 
Blarge receiver of Western products, transacted 
almost entirely a commission business. He be- 
lieved that the system of calls as employed on the 
Produce Exchange, of which he had been a mem- 
ber siace 1858. was beneficiul to business. Puts 
and calls, however, a system which was not recog- 
nized on the floor of the Exchange to his 


knowledge, he believed to be illegitimate, and 
should be suppressed by legislation, just 
as any, other form of gambling. Trans- 


actions in future deliveries had trebled with- 
in the past five years, or since the grading of grain 
had been established, and the laree elevators bad 
been established at terminal points. its benefits 
were especially felt by grain-dealers at remote 
points. A cargo from Chicago, for instance, re- 
guirea 80 days for transportation to New-York. 
There might be erext fluctuations in the price of 
the articie in that period. The Chicago shipper by 
this system of futures knew exactly what his 
sargo. would fetch him when it arrived 
at this port. His firm bought and sold for 
Mr. Keene during the famous corner of 1879-80, 
though it was not directly interested in that trans- 
action. The calls on the Exchange undoubtedly 
fid contribute toward fixing the market price of 
products. They did present the opportunity to 
dear down or bull up the market. Like the teie- 
phone and the steam:ship, however, they were 
an immense adjunct to trade. If they were 
suppressed, business men would be left in 
»® demoralized condition. Corners were not 
2 lasting thing. To do Mr. Keene justice 
he did not believe that he got up the corner which 
was credited to him, for, in his ownestimation, Mr. 
Keene did not at that time control more than three 
or four millions of bushels of grain, which were a 
mere bagatelie to the entire quantity in this 
country. He thought that corners could be ciassi- 
fied either as accidental, protective, or aggressive, 
examples of each of which he gave iu an elaborate 
and interesting paper on this subject, and also on 
the sudject of dealing in futures. Protective 
corners micht result from the action of a wise man 








on one side aud a fooi on the other. Aggres- 
sive corners needed fools on both sides, 
and their results were most disastrous to 


bonest men. Sales in futures, however, were doing 
much benefit to legitimate trade. They were 
growing moreand more popular in other countries. 
Their abrogation would produce a commercial 
revolution. The present commercial exchanges, in 
his opinion, were fully capable of legislating upon 
them. The eventual result of operationsin futures 
would, in his opinion, be the building up of New- 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, and Baltimore into the 
granaries of the world. He thought that the com- 
mittee would find tbat the pernicious effects of 
sorners and dealing in futures were greatly over- 
astimated. 

Mr. A. R. Hammond, who said his business was 
dealing in provisions, at No. 14 Broadway, testified 
that his firm did a regular brokerage business, The 
witness, it is alleged, is the proprietor of one of the 
so-called bucket-shops. He read along statement 
in defense of his system of corners and futures. 
The same practices adopted in dealing in grain 
were employed by Mr. F. B. Thurber and other 
merchants in their particular branches of 
business. The owners of a particular brand 
of oleomargarine should not be too zealous 
in attacking other business men and in attempting 
to reform the world. The receipts of his firm aver- 
aged $25,000 or $20,000 a month, ons-half of which 
Was taxable for a commission. ‘The witness ad- 
mitted that not one of his customers ever came 
into actual possession of the grain, which was 
bought and sold on account: “ and the customers 
of very few other firms in this City,” he added, 
“ ever actually come into possession of the stuff.” 
As smal! a sum as $5 could be invested in his office. 

Mr. H. H. Honore, Jr., commission dealer in 
grain; Mr. Robert H. Parks, broker in stocks, 
grain, and cotton, and Mr. Percy N. Lawrence gave 
testimony illustrative of the practical workings 
of the system of dealingin futures and the hand- 
ling of margins. The committee then adjourned 
gubjeet to the call of the Chair.

JOHN DEVOY’S TRIAL. 
TESTINONY IN THE LAWLESS SUITS READ TO 
THE JURY. 

The trial of John Devoy, editor of the Jrish 
Nation, for criminal libel, in stating in an article 
published in his paper that August Belmont, the 
banker, had refused to surrender certain moneys, 
amounting to $16,000 in gold, intrusted to him in 1865 
by John O’Mahony, then chief officer of the Fenian 
Brotherhood, to be forwarded to John O’Leary, 
one of the leaders of the organization in Irejand, 
was continued in the General ;Sessiops Court yes- 
terday. Previous to the trial of the case it was 
agreed between counsel on both sides that the 
testimeny—or such portions of it as might be 
considered pertinent—taken in the civil suits 
brought against Mr. Belmont should be read. 
In accordance with this stipulation counsel for the 
defense at the opening of court commenced the 
reading of extracts from the testimony taken in 
the suit of Mr. Jobn Lawless, a Dublin attorney. to 
whom bills of exchange amounting to $19,000, 
drawn to the order of George Hopper, a Fenian 

risoner, hed been transferred after the latter had 

een sent to prison. In this suit Mr. Lawless ob- 
tained judgment forthe amount claimed. The de- 
fense, in opsning the case. claimed that the action 
of Mr. Belmont in refuslog#to pay back to the 
rightful owners the $16,000 paid him on 
the O'Leary bills of exchange, and _ the 
various answers set up by him in the suits brought 
by John O’Mabony for the recovery of the Fenian 
funds, justified Mr. Devoy in publishing the state- 
ments complained of in the alleged libelous arti- 
tle. The reading of the testimony in these suits, 
which were before the courts for eight years, oceu- 
pied the entire day. Assistant District Attorney Fel- 
lows was assisted by W. W. McFarland, private 
ecounse! for Mr. Belmont, in the prosecution of the 
case, and Mr. William A. Beach, who conducts the 
defense, is assisted by Mr. Edward Browne, of this 
City, and Col. Michael Boland, of Louisville, Ky. 
The two Iatter gentlemen alternated in reading the 
testimony in the civil cases to the jury, At 4:15 P, 
M. counsel had not coneluded, and Judge Cowing 
ordered an adjournment of court until this morn- 
ing, when the reading of testimony will be re- 


gamed. The case will occupy the remainder of the 
erm.

Franklin and William 
Osgood, brothers of the testator, each receive 
100,000 under the will. The Executors are directed

$200,000 for the benefit of his brothers and sisters. 
William Henry Osgood, a nephew of the testator 
and theson of William Osgood, receives $10,000. 
Other bequests are made as tollews: Major Ben- 
nett, $10,000; Dr. Charles L. Lindsay, $5,000; Wil- 
liam H. Van Cott, $10,000; Gustave Enfer, $1,000; 
Daniel Bixby, $10,000, and the maid of Mrs. Os- 
good, $1,000.

A little tin sign bearing the words “ Adams 


& Co., commission merchants, second floor,” is 
tacked at the sice of the doorway adjoining Josiah 
C. Long, Jr.’s, bird and pouitry store, No. 62 Cort- 
jlandt-street. It has been there a littie more than 
two months,an@ still remains as a reminder of a busy 
and apparently shrewd firm of swindlers. The 
Police are now looking for the members of this 
alleged firm of commission merchants, against 
whom many complaints have beon made. ‘*Adams 
& Co.” had been in the habit of sending circulars 
to business houses in different parts of the country 
announcing themse!ves as commission merchants 
and soliciting consignments. Sometimes they 
would order goods, ostensibiy for other persons. 
The particular branches of business to which 
* Adams & Co,” gave their attention were tobacco, 
vigars, liquors, and fancy groceries. Their office, 
which was leased from Mr. Long about tw» 
months ago, consisted of a single large rear 
room on the second floor. It was  piainiy 
furnished with the bare necessities of a 
business office. The “firm’ was composed of a 
man of middle-age and two young men, whose per- 
sonal appearance and attire, it is said, did not iu- 
dicate either respectability or prosperity. ** Adaws 
& Co.” disappeared a few days ago, and since then 
pumerous inquiries have been made for them by

MR. DAWSON’S HEAVY LOSS. 
ASKING $100,000 FoR HIs SUFFERINGS AFTER 


of Georgia, is one of the most fluent speakers and 
writers at the New-York Bar. Even the com- 
plaints he draws are models of eloquence, and not 
at all formal, cramped, and restrained as such doc- 
uments prepared by ordinary lawyers usually are. 
Mr. Dawson {fs the plaintiff ina suit for $100,000 
damages now on trial before Judge Arnoux, in the 
Superior Court. The defendant is Mr. George Sloane, 
owner of an apartment-house at Broadway 
and Thirty-second-street. Mr. Dawson used to 
occupy apartments in the house, and it was while 
striving to reach them one evening in September, 
1880, that he fell through the open door of the ele- 
vator shaft and suffered injuries to his person for 


which, in part, he seeks to obtain $100,000 dam- 
ages. This mishap, he says. resulted in “ disas- 
trous losses to him of patronage and practice 
in his profession, which must ake him 
a sufferer so long as life lags, which 
life it must sherten and make less comfortable and 
happy by means of the loss of his patronage.” To 
allay his pain his physician was compelled to give 
him large doses of morphine, “a thirst or craving 
for which soon became an appetite—itself more 
dangerous and threatening than the original acci- 
dent and for which the only remedy Known to 
medical science is a aufficient will to resist said 
craving and fortitude to endure suffering.” The 
Dlaintiff invoked this will and fortitude and saved 
himself by six weeks of suffering and patience. 
Since he has been able to move out of the house 
—which he only succeeded in doing after three 
months of soreness and pain—he has continued to 
suffer in inclement weather. His former income 
of $10,000 a year has falien, he says, to a mere pit- 
tance through his inability to attend to business 
for a year. 
In his answer Mr. Sloane asserts that what- 
ever Mr. Dawson may have suffered resulted 
| from his own negligence in walking through an 
open door into the elevator shaft. Mr. Dawson 
opened his case in a remarkably picturesque 
speech to the jury. He described at length his sen- 
sations while falling and while lying bruised at the 
bottom of the shaft, expecting momentarily the 
elevator to descend and crash him into jelly. His 
sufferings from the morphine habit he toldina 
harrowing manner, and seemed partiowarly un- 
happy because, while under the influence of the 
drug, he had used to his wife language he would 
never have used if he had been conscious. His 
speech was a paraphrase of his complaint, and in 
many respects one of the most fiowing and novel 
in style that has ever been delivered in a court of 
law. Mr. Dawson then testitied for himself. Dr. 
Grosvenor Swan testified that he attended Mr. 
Dawsoa in his sufferings and described the charac- 
ter and extent of his injuries. Annie 8. Simmons, 
| who nursed Mr. Dawson, swore that his sufferings 
were pitiable and that he groaned almost constant- 
ly day and nignt. The trial will go oa to-day. 


WORK IN THE PULICE COURTS. 
ASSIGNMENT OF JUSTICES—THE CRIMINAL 


STATISTICS FOR A YEAR. 


At a meeting of the Board of Police Justices 
last evening, a proposition made by Justice Solon 
| B. Smith several months ago was adopted. It pro- 
vides that after Jan. 1 three Police Justices shall 
sitin the Court of Special Sessions continuously 
throughout the year. These Justices will not sit 
in any of the Police courts. The remaining 
Justices will be assigned as follows: Three to the 
Tombs and Essex Market Police Courts, three to 
the Jefferson Market and Yorkville Courts, and 
two tothe Harlem and Fordham Courts. By this 
arrangement the Justices in the Court of Special 
Sessions willeach have two days leisurein each 
week, while those sitting in the several Police 
courts will each have 17 Instead of 26 weeks vaca- 
tion during the year. The new rule will also enable 
the Police Justices to remain in their respective 
courts during the morning sessions until all of the 
cases have been dis dosed of. Under the existing reg- 
ulations three of the Police Justices are compelled 
to close their courts at 10 o’clook A. M. in order to 
attend the Court of Special Sessions. Justice Mor- 
gan suggested that the prison pens attached to 
some of the Police courts were too small to ac- 
commodaic the prisoners, and the Secretary 
was directed to request the Commissioner 
of Public Works to have them enlarged. 
The Commissioner is also to be requested 
to connect the several Police courts and the 
Court of Special Sessions by _ telephone. 
The annual report of the board for the year end 
ed Ost. 81 places the number of arrests by the 
Police during that period at 62,803, of which 46,252 
were males and 16,551 were females. The number 
arrested on warrants was 4.054. The number of 
arrests in the more important cases was as follows: 
Assault and battery, 3,903; burglary, 745; eruelty 
to animals, 308; cruelty to children, 27; disorderly 
conduct, 21,796; embezzlement, 136; forgery, 64; 
grand larceny, 1,004; robbery, 221; insanity, 634; 
intoxication, 20,695. Of the latter number 6,000 
were females. The nativity of persons held in the 
Police courts for trial was distributed as follows: 
United States, 23,048; Ireland, 16,422; Germany, 
8,993; England. 1.505; Scotland, 517: France, 872; 
Italy, 523. Of the number convicted 3,020 were 
under 14 years of age, 4,914 were between the ages 
of 14 and 20 years, 14,541 between the ages of 20 
and 30, 12,486 between 30 and 40 years, and 12,188 
were over 40 years old. Of the persons convicted 
46,128 were white and 1,021 were black. The num- 
ber of convictions in the Court of Special Sessions 
was 3,157, the number of acquittals was 731, and in 
685 cages the prosecuting party failed to appear at 
the trial.

Since the funeral most of the persons chiefly 
interested in the disposition of Mr. Weed’s prop- 
erty bave been made acquainted with the pro- 
visions of the will. The document opens with an 
affectionate tribute to the testator’s unmar- 


ried daughter Harriet, who remained with him 
during life. To her he bequeathes the house,

contents of furniture, books, papers,pictures, plate, 
&o. Several minor se ig = of tokens of remem- 
brance are made to old friends and namesakes, 
and there are legacies to the charitable institutions 
in New-York and Albany in which Mr. Weed was 
especially interested. The bulk of his property, 
real and personal, after the minor legacies, is be- 
queathed in nine equal shares to his three daughters 
and six grandchildren. Miss Harriet Weed, Gen. 
James Bowen, and Mr. William Barnes, of Albany, 
are named as Executors. No inventory of the 
property has been made, but it is variously 
estimated at from $500,000 to $600,000. The pet 
pigeon, which for several years had been an almost 
constant indoor companion of Mr. Weed, wan- 
dered sadly about the lower part of the family 
residence yesterday, seemingly in search of its 
master.

ESCAPE OF FOUR CONVICTS, 
Patrolman Garland, of the Twenty-eighth 


Precinct, discovered an: abandoned Biackwell’s 
Island guard-boat at the foot of Fifty-ninth-street, 
East River, at 7:40 P. M. Sunday, and sent a notice 
to the Island. Aninvestigation was made by the au- 
thorities, and it was discovered that four prisoners, 
two from the penitentiary and two from the work- 


house, were missing. The convicts were employed 
as “runners” at the penitentiary and work-house, 
and were consequently not subjected to so strict 
discipline as the remainder of the prigoners. They 
had opportunities of conversing freely, and the 
plan of escape was _ evidentiy concocted some time 
ago. The storm which prevailed on Sunday even- 
ing aided theirpurpose. They were last seen on 
the Island at 6 o’clock, and they went then to the 
boat-house near the Warden’s residence, but were 
| unable to gain entrance on the land side, as it was 
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\ securely locked. Owing to the low tide, they were. 
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able to gain the interior of the boat-house from 
fhe river side, and, launching the boat, they had no 
ifficulty in rowing to the foot of Fifty-ninth-streot, 
where t 4 landed and made their esuape. When 
they leit the Island they wore the prison uniform. 
The most — of the four prisoners who es- 
caped was Joseph Forde, who was sent to the 
ener for 18 months for shooting at a po- 
iceman. He had been in confinement about seven 
months. He has wealthy relatives in this City, and 
it is said that he received $60 from one of them 
who visited him on Friday last.

THE BURR WILL CASE. 
WHY THE WITNESSES THOUGHT THE RICH 
OLD MAID IRRATIONAL. 


The hearing in the contest of the will of the 
late Miss Sarah Burr was resumed before Surro 
gate Rollins yesterday. Miss Burr was an eccen- 
tric old maid, who lived in Wniversity-place for 
many vears. When she died she left nearly $3,000,- 
000 to various charitable institutions. Several of 
Miss Burr’s nephews and nieces began a contest of 
the will several months ago on the ground that she 
was irrational when she signed the will, and there- 
fore incompetent to dispose of her property. 
William H. Graham, Assistant Sexton of the Uni- 
versity-Place Church in 1874, testified that one day 
he was closing the doors of the church, when Miss 
Burr entered the building and said that she had lost 
her;key while attending service that morning. Al- 
though he knew that Miss Burr had not been in the 
church that day, Graham humored her to the ex- 
tent of searching her pew for the key, which, of 
course, was not found. On another occasion, while 
Graham was working in the church, Miss Burr’s 
servant girl summoned him to see Miss 
Burr, at the latter’s request. He went to her 
house, entering by the basement door. When Miss 
Burr saw him sho said: ** Who are you? What are 
you? What do you want?’ When he explained 
that Miss Burr had sent for him, she said, ** Ob, 
yes,” and then asked him toopena cellar door, 
which she was unable to do. He found he would 
require some tools to open the door, and he re- 
turned to the church forthem. When he reached 
Miss Burr’s door a second time she repeated the 
Ssemene she had asked him when he first went to 
the house. Then she insisted on paying him for 
his work. At first he protested, but finally she had 
her own way, and counted out 16 cents, which she 
gave him. The witness said he considered Miss 
Burr's conduct irrational. — : 

Susan Cornwall, who said she had lived 54 years 
in Sand’s Point, Long Island, said she became ac- 
quainted with Miss Burr about 28 years ago. The 
husband of this witness is one of the contestants of 
Miss Burr’s will. The witmess usually visited Miss 
Burr *‘ three or four times a year.’’ Each time she 
visited the old lady during the latter part of Miss 
Burr’s life Miss Burr seemed to be growing more 
feeble. There was always something odd about 
Miss Burr’s dress. The last time the witness called 
on her Miss Burr's dress was filthy. Catharine R. 
Kissam, who has been a resident of Brooxlyn, tes- 
tified that she had observed Miss Burr’s curious at- 
tire. When she last saw her Miss Burr wore an 
old-fashioned cashmere dress with a white muslin 
collar. On her head was a black lace cap, orna- 
mented with a variety of pieces of colored ribbon. 
Annie Kummel lived four years immediately oppo- 
site Miss Burr’s residence. The house was always 
elosed. The doors and windows never stood open 
during the Summer months, like those of the neigh- 
bors. The witness once saw a milk wagon stop at 
Miss Burr’s house, but she never saw any provi- 
sions carried into the house. The witness ** used to 
seo an elderly gentleman” call at Miss Burr’s house. 
He was about the oniy person she ever saw ad- 
mitted by the front door. She had seen ladies ring 
Miss Burr’s bell ‘‘for two hours,” and then were 
compelled to go away without securing admission 
to the houss. After Miss Burr died the witness 
visited the house ‘out of curiosity.’’ Its condi- 
tion was “simply awful,’ owing to lack of atten- 
tion. Jt was unswept and dusty and full of vermin.

chine in their States and districts than upon 
learning the wishes of the voters and obey- 
ingthem. So long as they were ‘‘solid with 
the Administration’? and could place their 
workers in the various positions where they 
‘*would do the most good,”’ it was easy to 
imagine that the criticism of their course by 
the newspapers and in current discussion 
was a matter of no consequence, which could 
be made right by a few platitudes on the 
stump. This was so far true that when 
these gentlemen reached their districts and 
found what the public sentiment really was 
they were dum founded, and their attempts 
at defending their acts were pitiful in their 
feebleness and awkwardness. At Washing- 
ton they were so busy with their manipu- 
lation of the spoils that they knew nothing 
of the public opinion of the country, and they 
judged it so completely by their own stand- 
ard that even now they try to believe that 
it was the result of wrong-beaded newspaper 
comments, the jealousy of disappointed ri- 
vals, and the acuteness of the Democrats. 
Had they known from the start that they 
could not assess Government employes or 
use them in “‘electioneering,’’ but must de- 
pend on satisfying the honest demands of 
the majority in their districts, they never 
would have overridden the veto of the River 
and Harbor bill, nor trifled with the revision 
of the tariff, nor tolerated the offensive and 
domineering attitude of such men as Mr. 
Roseson. We commend the result of the 
election and its causes as a lesson in prac- 
tical politics. If the lesson is candidly 
studied the most hardened observers must 
see that any further success by the spoils 
system is absolutely impossible, and it is a 
fair question whether even its old advocates 
ought not now to be ready to abandon it and 
try a better method. 








A TARIFF DEPARTMENT WANTED 


The constant annoyance to which our 
manufacturers are subjected through fre- 
quent changes in the character and temper 
of Congress has led to a very general desire 
on their part that the power to make and 
alter tariff laws may be taken away 
from the chosen representatives of the 


fickle people and committed to some 
more compact and _ stable-minded de- 
partment of the Government. To 


be sure, this involves an alteration in our 
system of government which it would not 
be improper to describe as fundamental; 
but when we consider the vast extent of our 
manufactures, the enormous benefits they 
confer in producing and evenly distributing 
wealth, and the hardships and harassing 
anxiety . which those engaged in them 
are ;now ; compelled to endure, it can- 
not. long* be a. question whether a 
purely ~ sentimental . veneration ; for the 
political notions of men who lived a hundred 
years ago shall be allowed to stand in the 
way of a step to-day so eminently wise and 
just. They do those things much better in 
Russia. A recent cable dispatch from Char- 
koff informs us that ‘‘the Government has 
acceded to a petition from the mining con- 
gress for the imposition of a tax of 15 
kopecks [about 9 cents] per pood [86 pounds] 
on foreign pig-iron.’’ We are also informed 
that ‘“‘the proposal of the last Congress to 
tax foreign coal will probably be accepted.” 


' This, system is as ideally perfect—from 
the protectionist point of view—as our own 
is obviously absurd... It would be hard to 
find any good reason for permitting two 
bodies of men so heterogeneous and acci- 
dental in their composition as our Senate 
and House of Representatives to make 
and unmake at their pleasure laws regulating 


the pressure of foreign competition upon. 


our infant industries. That the evils re- 
sulting from this grave error in the framing 
of our Government have not been general 
and calamitous is due solely to the sleep- 
less vigilance and well-directed activity of 
the , interests most directly involved. It 
is “only by narrowly watching the 
blundering body which makes the tariff 
laws and by guiding its 


tation that our manufacturers have been able 
to secure and maintain such an adjustment 
of duties on imports as has put it in their 
power to pay their help the generous rate of 
wages which it is a matter of pride 
with them to keep up and to put 
by now and‘then a little something 
for themselves. Fortunately, the un- 
protected classes have magnanimously 
abstained from applying a contrary pressure 
to the legislators. This has made the task 
of the manufacturers much easier. But now 


that a special commission is at work upon! 
the tariff, and in view of the further alarm- | 
ing fact that a Democratic, and possibly free 


trade, House of Representatives has been 
elected, no reliance can be placed on methods 
which have been so successful in the past; 
besides, it is unfair to put the burdensome 
and costly task on the manufacturers. We 
have too long relied for tariff legislation 
upon a class of law-makers chosen for gen- 
eral purposes, from whom it is useless to 
expect either a clear understanding ora uni- 
formly sympathetic treatment of the Nation’s 
manufacturing interests. 


As both the Executive and the Judicial De- . 


partments of, dhe Government might at any 
given time be possessed of preconceived and 
disqualifying opinions on the general subject 
of free trade and protection, the clear duty of 
the country is to furnish the manufacturers 
with a fourth co-ordinate department, 
combining the attributes of the other 
three within its single body. It should 
have summary powers. It should not 
only make tariff laws, but should exe- 
cute them and he the sole judge of their 
constitutionality. And the officers of this 
department should be chosen by a college of 
electors named by the manufacturers. This, 
we believe, would be an improvement upon 
the Russian plan. There is something in 
the very essence of the theory of protection 


action . 
through firm pressure and persistent exhor- ‘ 
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which forbids its submission to the whims 
of a promiscuous electorate. The tariff 
should be put beyond the reach of the peo- 
ple at large. This desirable end seems to 
be adequately provided for in the plan we 
have outlined. 

The peril which tariff monopolists—as 
they are sometimes harshly called—chiefly 
dread is that legislators who have faithfully 
served their interests will get new light and 
become free traders through conviction or 
from motives of political expediency. The 
apostasy of Sir Roprrt Peen will be ever 
fresh in their minds. A department of their 
own creating would be sheltered from 
the consequences of that infirmity of 
judgment which comes from hearing 
both sides. Pestilent ‘‘schoolmasters,”’ 
like Mr. Davip <A. WeEtts, would 
never be allowed to intrude within its serene 
precincts. Among the minor benefits of a 
Tariff Department would be the secrecy with 
which it would surround the affairs of our 
great manufacturers. On esthetic grounds 
it is plainly undesirable that a Pittsburg iron 
man should tell a reporter that Bessemer 
steel rails can be made for $82 a ton 
while a Chicago iron man is telling another 
reporter that the rails cannot be made for 
less than $40 aton. The gaping crowd is 
easily moved to ridicule by discrepancies 
like these, and it is apt toinfer and assert 
that the ostentatious shutting down of the 
steel rail mills is ashrewd protectionist move 
to frighten Congress and the Tariff Com- 
mission. A more complete harmony of 
view and action among representatives of 
the protected interests would be one of the 
valuable results of the reform we have pro- 


posed. As they could all have everything 


they wanted for the asking, there would be 
no occasion for quarrels or for exposing the 
details of their business to the gaze of 
impertinent outsiders. This would tend 
to make the people complain less bitterly of 
the burdens of a high tariff, since our resig- 
nation under affliction is proportioned to 
the inscrutableness of its source. We are 
thus led to see that the comforting truths of 
religion, no less than the axioms of political 
economy, may be marshaled to the support 
of this plan. But its great recommenda- 
tion, after all, is that its blessings would fall 
like Summer rain around the parched roots 
of innumerable infant industries. 





THE STATUE OF LIBERTY. 


Slowness to arrange for the building of a 
pedestal on Bedloe’s Island for BARTHOLDI’s 
colossal statue, ‘‘ Liberty Enlightening the 
World,’’ comes from a variety of reasons, 
but among them none isso potent as the 
fact crystallized in the expression, ‘‘ Ev- 


erybody’s business, nobody’s business."’ 
The idea of such a_ present = and 
such an honor from one nation - to 


another was startling. It put the recipient 
in the position of a man to whom a stranger 
unexpectedly offers a valuable and highly 
flattering gift. The title of the statue was 
enough to sober the most forth-putting 
American. When you are told to your face 
that you area model, you immediately be- 
gin to doubt your right to the honor; you 
review all the doubtful points, which make 
you feel anything but a model for others 
to imitate; ten to one you. feel vexed 
with the person who tells you so. Because 
you have felt uncomfortable during the self- 
examination, you are ready to forget the 
courtesy of the giver. Flattery, however, 
is one of those things for which appetite 
comes with the eating; and doubtless by this 
time we are all content enough to have 
France set up in our harbor a statue, to 
the principles .for which both countries: 
have 
cumstances, and often with very differ- 
ent results. Having swallowed the 
compliment and found it sweet, another 


and more serious matter appeared. To: 


whom was'this gift.presented ? To the citi- 
zens of the United States asa nation? Or 
to the people of the Commonwealth of New- : 
York State? .Or to the great City that is 
encroaching on her rivers with docks, piers, 
and streets, and gradually inclosing the 
Upper Bay with closely built dwell-: 
ings, warehouses, factories? Each « vot- 
er of . the City .is three . men: at 
one and the same time, since he deposits 
ballots for Municipality, for Commonwealth, 
and for the Nation. To which of the trin- 


ity is the statue of ‘‘Liberty Enlightening the ; 


World’’ addressed ? 


What would be the most fitting method of 
securing afund for the pedestal is not, how- 
ever, a demand onthe Treasury of the United. 
States, nor of New-York State, nor of the 
City. To meet this gift in the spirit which 
prompted -it there should be a popular 
subscription from every part of the country. 
Of course, New-York City would have to 
shoulder the larger part; but no matter how’ 
small the outside contribution might be, it. 
would be a graceful thing if contributions 


should flow from every State, city, and, 
New-York is the: 
the - great” 


town in. the Union. 
great ‘gate for immigration, 
central market of commerce, the. point of 
North America to which almost all the lines 
of transatlantic traffic converge, the city to 
which ninety-nine foreigners out of a hundred 
who visit the United States come-first of all. 
Hence the colossal statue will not assume 
the place of a decoration to New-York City. 
or State, but a monument to the Union; 
that it holds the spot it occupies is a mere 
chance of geography. 

The sculptor who has designed, modeled, 
and had cast in great plates this rival to the 
Colossus of Rhodes isa man of some note 
in modern art. Coming of an ancient fam- 
ily of Colmar, Alsatia, a town that claims 
and proposes to demonstrate that Martin 
Scuon, the engraver, was one of its fa- 
mous citizens, he showed early a decided 
genius for sculpture. The fountain that 
stands in Colmar to the memory of ScHon 
is very beautiful. It is by BartTHoLpt. 
The gigantic lion at Belfort is at least better 
than the other giant lions scattered about 
the world. Cemeteries and famous places 
in France have many sculptures designed by 
his fertile imagination; in every case there is 
something striking and novel, though per- 
haps not in every case is there the highest 
touch of art. Barrso.pi saw that with the 
great increase of sculptors in France, all well 
taught, all indoctrinated with the tradi- 
tions of the School of the Beaux Arts, 
his field ought to be special. He has, 
therefore, turned much of his attention 
to a specialty, namely, the coloésal. He 
is a specialist in coloss) -It may be 
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fought under very unequal cir-- 


readily believed that he has left nothing 
undone to strengthen. and sober ais vivid 
imagination by travel in countries where 
early civilizations offered to tyrannical mon- 
archs and priests the opportunity of raising 
structures and completing sculptures which 
required the wholesale use of human labor. 
Nowadays we do not—at least none of us 
except M. pe Lesseps—have. public 
works performed by a forcible draft 
of the whole able-bodied population of 
a district. Instead of that the people’s 
money, raised by Government or associa- 
tions of bankers, pays for the use of more 
or less skilled labor. Barrnoupr has con- 
ceived a kind of object of art like some of 
the “wonders” of the old ages. To com- 
plete it Frenchmen, moved by a sincere ad- 
miration for a people that has had for a 
century the kind of freedom they them- 
selves fought for, misunderstood, lost, won, 
lost, and finally achieved, moved by an ad- 
miration that expresses itself according to 
the canons of modern sincerity, have put 
their hands into their pockets, and, in order 
to make it more a compliment, decided to 
send the statue across in a national vessel, 
It is not much to ask Americans that they 
should provide a pedestal as important as 
the size and intention of the monument war- 
rant. The difficulty is to settle how and by 
whom contributions should rightfully be 
made. Perhaps the orators of the meeting 
called to discuss the matter will offer good 
counsel on this and other points. 
a 
SAINTS. 

It is pleasant to find that the Pope has 
adopted the suggestion made some time 
since by Tur TimEs that a large infusion of 
new saints should be added to the list of 
those already canonized. According to the 
latest news from Rome no less than 201 
candidates for sainthood will shortly be 
nominated, and as they have been selected 
with great care,there isno doubt that nearly 
all of them will successfully pass the pre- 
liminary examination. 

While there is an undoubted need of new 
saints, nothing could be more unjust and 
ungracious than to cast any reproach upon 
the great body of existing saints, whether 
they belong to the Catholic Church or to the 
Roman Church alone. They are, with 
very few exceptions, honest, intelli- 
gent, and industrious saints. It must 
be remembered, however, that near- 
ly all of them were canonized 
many, years ago, and they left this earth 
long ‘ before representative government, 
printing, steam, and electricity had become 
the great forces of civilized life. It is not 
their fault if they are not familiar with 
modern modes of thought. Doubtless 
they are perfectly competent to attend to 
a large part of, their ‘duties, but when 
their intercession is asked in regard to 
strictly modern affairs they are obviously 
placed at a disadvantage. There are cir- 
cumstances of almost . daily « occurrence 
in which the help of an enlightened saint, 
thoroughly acquainted with the nineteenth 
century and its necessities, would be of im- 
mense advantage. - From this point of view 
it is therefore seen‘to be extremely desirable 
that a sufficient quantity of comparatively 
recent martyrs should be canonized, and 
Pope Lxo, who is unquestionably the ablest - 
man who has occupied the chair of St. Peter 
for many years, has perceived this truth 
and is preparing to act upon it. 

The present army of saints is-so thorough- 
ly well known by every devout Roman Oath- 
olic that the abilities. and peculiarities: of 
each . particular saint; are as familiar as 
household words. It has thus come to pass 
that certain. saints have obtained a de-. 
served: popularity which has resulted in 
imposing upon them an enormous amount 
of work. Take St. Josers, for example. 
In addition to the many towns of , which he 
has been. elected patron, , and. of the in- : 





numerable ‘Josephs’’ who are _ his 
especial protégés, he is constantly 
called. upon by millions of. pious 
petitioners . for all sorts * of “ favors, 


The amount of work which is thus placed 
upon the shoulders of this admirable saint 
is simply incalculable. Not a single mo- 
ment of the day or night passes without 
demands upon St. Josera#, and no mat- 
ter how steadily he may work it is morally 
impossible that he should attend to 
all the claims that are made upon him. 
Hence, it happens=that not only is St. 
JosePH » deprived * of * a © single « mo-: 
ment of leisure, but hundreds of persons 
who .apply for his aid are disappointed 
merely because he cannot find the time to 
attend to them. ‘ Not that the saint has ever ‘ 
made the slightest complaint. He is pot 
that kind of a saint. He would work with- 
out an instant’s cessation forever, without 
so much as once hinting that he wanted a 
little rest, a little time to practice on the 
harp, or a half hour or so to spend in: the 
society of other saints.” Still, the fact re- 
mains that he is overworked,: and that he 
cannot attend to all the petitions which are 
made to him. 

On the other hand, there are excellent 
saints, who, by some accident, bave never 
achieved popularity, and who, except on 
All Saints’ Day or when general petitions 
are addressed to the whole body of saints, 
are never asked a single favor. It is quite 
useless to endeavor to bring these saints into 
notice and to provide for them any steady 
employment. People have nothing to say 
against them, but nobody thinks of employ- 
ing them. In these circumstances the only 
thing to be done is to make new saints who 
will relieve St. JosEPx and his hard-worked 
celestial brethren, and will at the same time 
comprehend the necessities of modern Ro- 
man Catholics more thoroughly than any of 
their predecessors can. 

The new saints are distributed among 
nearly all European countries, including 
even Poland—and several Oriental countries; 
the Pope apparently not caring to appoint 
any saints at large. Among them are no 
less than ten candidates accredited to China, 
besides one to Cochin China. These, how- 
ever, were not necessarily Orientals in their 
life-time. A real Chinese saint is quite un- 
thinkable, and it is very certain that such a 
saint would never attract the reverence of 
an Irish Roman Catholic. As for a Cochin 
China saint, he would be regarded by most 
Roman Catholics of Irish birth as no better 
than acolored man, and the Pope who 
should lay himself open to the suspicion of 
endeavoring to obliterate the color line 
among saipts would ‘speedily find that he 
had made a mistake. The Cochin China 


and Chinese saints are undoubtedly Euro- 
pean missionaries who have suffered mar- 
tyrdom in Cochin China and the Flowery 
Kingdom, and there could be no better ma- 
terial for a saint than one of those noble and 
devoted followers of St. Francis XAVIER 
who gave their lives for the unappreciative 
heathen. 

Among the list of candidates occurs the 
name of that noble Englishman, Sir Taom- 
AS More. His canonization will be re- 
ceived in England with much the same 
pleasure as was the elevation of Dr. New- 
MAN to the Cardinalate. The English Ro- 
man Catholic—who, according to Mr. GLAD- 
STONE, cannot be a good English citizen, 
although he may make a good Viceroy of 
India—finds it difficult to feel an absorbing 
devotion for foreign, and especially for 
French, Spanish, and Italian, saints. He 
wants a few good English saints who in 
their life-time were thorough Englishmen, 
and in Sir Tuomas More he will find pre- 
cisely the sort of saint who will meet his 
views. 





Yhe American life-saving service was never 
in better condition for doing effective work than it 
is this year. The crews are better trained and 
stronger than they ever were before, the stations 
better equipped, and the entire department in bet- 
ter trim. Little dissatisfactions that last year 
threatened to make trouble among the surfmen 
have entirely disappeared, and with some prospect 
of receiving more adequato salaries the men are 
contented and vigilant. The introduction of 
“ehecks”? to be exchanged by the patrolmen of 
adjoining stations upon their meeting on their 
nightly tours was at first considered an imputation 
upon the faithfulness of the men, and was regaraed 
very unfavorably. But thesurfmen have come to 
see that instead of its being degrading forthem to 
carry these checks, the system is a safeguard to 
them, relieving them of any suspicion of not having 
performed their duty. They are very jealous of 
their reputations, these hardy surfmen, and it does 
not do to treat them with any disrespect. They 
are practically out of the world and know nothing 
of its ways; but their free way of life, spiced as it 
often is with danger, makes men of them; no mat- 
ter how ignorant they may be in what they con- 
temptuously call * book learning.” The season is 
very nearly here when the life-savers will have 
work on their hands; hard and dangerous work: 
work requiring musele, sense, and courage. No 
one who has not seen these men in their daily 
round of duties or at work at the perilous business 
of bringing shipwrecked people throuch a heavy 
surf can appreciate the life they lead, the 
hardships they undergo, for salaries of three or 
four hundred dollars a year. Many of the stations 
are miles from any habitation, little wooden cot- 
tages built on sand-heaps, and the men in them 


pass weeks and weeks without seeing ‘a strange- 


face. They know no luxuries of diet beyond the 
‘““ tongues and sounds” of codfish; the older and 
more ragged their clothes the less Hkely they are 
to injure them; and their knowledge of literature 
is confine to the forty or fifty volumes contained 
in the “library” furnished by the Gevernment. 
These little libraries are sources of great pleasure 
to the men, who spend hours poring over the 
books; and they are net so critical as to complain 
that the volumes are what might be called 


the Sunday-school literature of the soa, 
every hero being supernaturally honest, 
and brave, and tuoky. Some_ generons 


people have done these men a great favor by send- 
ing them boogs to read. They are still open for 
good deeds of this sort. They are so easily pleased 
they will read anything, from Josephus to Robin- 
son Crusoe. Officers of the service havesuggested, 
and the suggestion is a good one, that those liberal 
passengers in ocean steam-ships who delight in giv- 
ing entertainments on shipboard for the benefit of 
orphan asylums and sailors’ hospitals in New-York 
and Liverpool might very properly sometimes in- 
clude the life-savers among their beneficiaries. 
Steam-ship passengers, 
wholly overlook the men who may at any time be 
called upon to rescue them from danger. 
re 
If Henry PrRovusE CoopPER is not insane he 
is still a man to be pitied for his lack of will to re- 
sist the influence of liquor. His constant indul- 
gence of his appetite for wine is one of the strong 
points made against him by his relatives and the 
doctors who accuse him of mental unsoundness, 
And now, while his-accusers are-pressing that mat- 
ter upon the attention of the Commissioners and 
jurors who are to decide whether he is fit to re- 
main at large and control his estate ‘ or 





should be locked up in some retreat for 
the insane, he comes forward and makes 
himself a strong witness against himself. 


His drunken condition last evening, before the 


Sheriff's jury, was the strongest testimony that has 
yet been given in support of the theory that he's 


incapable of caring for himself and his property. 
But what of the persons who allowed him to cet 
drunk? Arethey not in some way amenable to 
the court under whose protection he Is pending the 
inquiry as to his sanity? Of them all, the Sheriff 
and his subordinates are the most culpable. 
Cooper was put into the eustody of the Sheriff, and 
that officer was bound by his duty to the court 
and the public to keep him in every way safe 
and sound. As his guide to the means of 


caring for him properly, the Sheriff had before: 


him the fact that Coopzr was ot an ordinary pris- 
oner, but a man accused of being insane, and the 
further fact that physicians had declared @drunken- 
ness and lechery to be the factors of the alleged 
insanity. Here was enough to put the Sheriff on 
his guard, to lead him, if he were desirous to do 
his whole duty, to see to it that Coorer should 
have no opportunity to indulge his vices. There 
used to be a karroom, or cell, In Ludlow-Street 
Jail. If one is there now, and Coorzr was al- 
lowed to swell:the revenue from it by purchasing 
liquor, the Sheriff, through his subordinates, is 
guilty of a scandalous failure to do right. It mat- 
ters little, however, how or where Cooper got 
drunk last night. The Sheriff is still responsible 
for his condition. Whether or not he can be-called 
to account by the court for his culpable negligence 
may be uncertain, but that his punishment as for 
contempt of ‘court would havea salutary effect in 
the Shertff’s office, at least for a short time, cannot 
be doubted.

The Thanksgiving dinner will be a more ex- 
pensive luxury this year than it has been at any 
time since the war. Strangely enough, while most 


of the necessaries are unusually cheap, just the ar- ° 
ticles that are considered indispensable for Thanks- - 


giving diet are unusually dear. Turkeys are high 
and scarce, chickens are no better, and cranber- 
ries are selling for just double the priee they 
brought last year. Potatoes, meat, and flour, at 
the same time, are low. There is compiaint every- 
where, and has been for some time, about the 
high price of poultry and the poor quality of the 
chiokens-and turkeys offered for sale. Marketmen 
explain this by saying that the producers, who in 
former years found a ready market for great num- 


bers of ohickens and turkeys in New-York | 


about Thanksgiving times, have overdone the 
business to such an extent in the last 
two or three years that the price of poultry has 
been lower here in November and December than 
farmers in either the East or the Weat can afford 
to raise it for; and that, warned by last year’s 
losses, shippers have sent in much smaller consign- 
ments. A very large proportion of the poultry 
eaten in New-York comes from the West, although 
great quantities of chickens and turkeys are raised 
in neighboring parts of Long Island and New-Jer- 
sey, and when the Western supply falls off, as it 
has done this year, the price is sure to go up. 
This is not the only reason, however, for the 
present high prices. The Summer just passed 
was a bad season for poultry. Experts 
in the business cannot explain why this was so, fer 
the Summer was unusually dry, and there was 
nothing in the weather that ought to have been prej- 
udicial to the well-being of fowls. But neither 
chickens nor turkeys “did well,” and poultry 
raisers all over the country say that 1882 has been 
a disastrous year for them. City gentlemen with 
country places who keep large poultry-yards, just 
for the pleasure of sending out and having their 
own eggs gathered on their own’ premises, find 
that they cannot expect, just now, to get more 
than two or three eggs a day out of as many 
hundred chickens. With eggs retailing at 40 cents 
a dozen, a price that has not been touched before 
for a long time. they find this peculiarly exasperat- 





they think, should not. 










ing. There is still some chance, however, of a better 
supply of poultry and of more reasonable prices 
before Thanksgiving Day is quite here. There are 
a@ great many turkeys kept on small farms near by 
fattening for Christmas, and when their owners 
hear that they can get anywhere from 20 to 25 
cents a pound for their poultry in the markets 
they will be pretty sure to bring somein. This in- 
ducement, the marketmen say. may operate upon 
sO Many near-by farmers as to glut the market 
by Thursday and bring the price down to the old 
figures. But it is contrary to the spirit of Ameri- 
can institutions that cranberries should jump ap 
a hundred per cent. in price just at Thanksgiving 
time. They do not have the gapes nor suffer from 
cold rains, nor does it cost any more to have a 
bushel of them picked this year than it did last 
year. Happily, though, the state of the country ig 
such that most-people could still afford to do the 
usual Thanksgiving gorging if turkeys sold for a 
dollar a pound and if cranberries were worth theig 
weight in trade dollars.

It is a curious fact that what are knownas 
the public schools in England owe their origin to 
minor and local endowments. Take, for example, 
sueh schools as Harrow and Rugby. These wera 
founded for the benefit of the young men living in 
the towns in which the schools are located. In 
neither case was it the intention of their patrong 
to provide educational facilities, except to a very 
limited extent, to those who lived beyond the 
borders of Harrow or Rugby. By degrees thig 
primary intention has been wholly reversed. Those 
who now attend these schools come from all partg 
of the United Kingdom, and one effect of theiz 
presence has been to ‘‘crowd out,” so to speak, 
those boysin the two towns who would otherwise 
attend them. A certain social caste has been 
acquired which makes it exceedingly disagreeable 
for boys to enter these schools who do not belong 
to familtes having a recognized standing in society, 
This failure to carry out the original wishes of the 
founder has been at Rugby so well recognized 
that it is now proposed to make a division in thé 
fund, and maintain out of it a local public school, 
as well as one open to scholars from all parts of 
the world. The endowment has been so well 
managed that the ‘Trustees have in their possession 
asufficient fund for this double purpose, particu. 
larly as a@ payment is demanded from those wha 
are not residents in the town who send theit 
children to this school. To a less extent similar 
changes have taken place in certain of tne educa- 
tional institutions in this country. The Phillips 
Academy at Andover was intended at the outset 
to be a local high school, but for a number of yeara 
past the great majority of its scholars have come 
from other towns and cities throughout the New 
England States.

CHICAGO MARKETS UNSETTLED 





WHEAT FIRMER—OATS SOMEWHAT EXCITED 
—PROVISIONS. 

Curcaco, Nov. 27.—The leading produce 
markets were unsettled to-day and fairly active. 
Provisions and corn broke off early in the day, but 
reacted later, while wheat was firmer and oats 
somewhat exeited at asharp advance. Rye was 
lower and freights stronger. Provisions were 
active and much unsettled. Pork and lard de- 
clined 10 to 15 cents, and then reacted. Lard 
closed 5 cents lower than on Saturday, while pork 
closed 15 cents lower on November and 5cents 
lower on January, with little change in the other 


other futures, Meats were steadier, but 
the longer deliveries were easier. The de- 
cline of Saturday squeezed out a good 


many holders, especially in the country, and the 
packers ho to bear the market on pork, while 
buying lard rather freely at the decline, which was 
heiped by lower prices for hogs at the stock-yards. 
There were, however, parties who said that they 
knew that the packers are really filling in their bie 
line of shorts at present prices, and will let up on 
the market when they have done covering. There 
is little outside inquiry for stuff. but a good de- 
mané for rail-room to take out stuff to be deliv: 
ered on contracts the last half of this week. The 
South is said to hold all the stuff eonsumers are 
likely to want for the next month or two but 
there is reason to think that our reduced quota: 
tions will prove attractive to foreign buyers as 
soon as the market shows signs of steadiness. 

On the afternoon call the market was stronger, 
with big buying by a local packing firm. and re 
ane that the run of hogs this week will not be 
arge. Pork advanced 5 cents on the long futures, 
and lard is about 244 cents higher. Wheat wag 
more active and firmer, advargving % to 1 cent 
from the latest prices of Saturday, and closing firn 
atthe top. The British markets were reported 
firm and tending upward, while our receipts were 
small for a Monday’s record. The conse- 
quence was a better demand here to fill 
sho’ whieh was probably in part a 
tailing on process. There Was very little shipping 
demand, but the No. 2 grades were firmer, in sym: 
pathy with futures. he chief. point in the situa: 
tion seemed to be a belief that a milling demand in 
the West js rood enough, and — to continue so, 
to prevent our receiving very much wheat at pres- 
ent prices, and there is some idea that rather large 
quantities of money have recently been quietly 
put into wheat with-reference to this point. Hence, 
the greater desire to cover shorts. 

Corn was active and very irregular. The market 
for this month declined 136 cents, but closed 4 
cent higher than on Saturday, while November de- 
clined 1 cent and closed 44 cent lower, and May 


. closed a shade better than on Saturday, after fali- 


ing back 4 cent. January sold 54 cent lower, and 
the inferior grades declined 2 cents. Our receipts 
were quite large, and promised to be big for to- 
morrow, and the weather continues favorable for a 
free movemert from first hands. This made a 
good many operators regard near deliveries as 
clear, which accounted for their relative weakness. 
Selling orders from the West and South were quite 
numerous, and the offerings bore heavily till 
toward noon, when the selling pressure was near- 
ly exhauste and the market for futures turned 
upon a vigorous demand for shipment. It was 
thought by some that the turning-point was de- 
termined by the desire of certain rties to avoid 
the —s of corn. which might be called out by 
privileges if the year should go below 59 cents. 
The free selling by the South-west ard the larger 
receipts of low grades here are both helped by the 
fact that St. Louis wasso far below us recently, 
oa the other consideration that, with new re- 
ject selling above the price of No. 2 for May, 
there is a strong inducement to send forward all 
the corn that can be shelled instead of holding it 
into warm weather. The afternoon tone was 
easy and the curbstone rather weak. One result 
of the low rail rates is the heavy receipts of flax- 
seed and hay, which are being pushed forward ig 
large quantities.

MRS. LANGTRY. 


Mrs, Kemble states in a preface to her Snaxes- 
pearean notes—which are in marked contrast to 
the weak notes of Mrs, Siddons, and which reveal 
the acumen of areal intelligent nature—that the 
dramatic faculty lies ina power of apprehension 
quicker than the disintegrating process of criti- 
val analysis. The presence of the dramatic 


faculty, therefore, even when the faculty 
Ils crudest and least expressive, forces crit- 
icism to be apologetic and defensive. But the ab- 


Bence of the dramatic faculty makes criticism 
strong. The observer fails to find in Mrs. Langtry 
any suggestion, however remote, of the dramatic 
faculty, and her successive experiments give 
clearer emphasis to this plain truth. Mrs. 
Langtry offered a third and final test of 
her strength last night at Wallack’s Thea- 
tre. She appeared for the first time 
as Juliana in ‘The Honeymoon.” The part is one 
taken up by her since she came to this country. 
There was a good-sized and refined audience 
fn the theatre, but there was little applause. 
The people were inclined, as usual, to 
be apathetic. Two or three parts in 
the play—outside of Juliana—were intelligently 
acted, notably the Duke of Mr. F. K. Cooper, the 
Jacques of Mr. J. G. Taylor, and the Volante of 
Miss Kate Pattison. Miss Pattison, indeed, per- 
formed with spirit and understanding, and her 
tacid enunciation, joined to an agreeable voice 
and an excellent proauaciation, pleased her list- 
pners. 

It may be conceded at once that Mrs. Langtry’s 
personality is more happily revealed ina character 
like Juliana than in Hester Grazebrook or Rosa- 
lind. We have not, at any time, understood the 
charm of this personality, a charm which, in a 
subtle way, wins sympathy from those who 
sympathize least with Mrs. Langtry’s efforts 
In acting. What is best, brightest, most 
gentle, in the woman found, in spite of the arti- 
ficial restraints placed uvon it, a kind of expres- 
sion through the assumed individuality of Juliana. 
When one has conceded this much to the woman, 
however, there is little left to say in favor of the 
actress. There was but a single natural, true touch 
{n Mrs. Langtry’s performance of Juliana. Her 
movement and voice when she turned to the Duke 
In the third act and showed her love for him had 
a peculiarly graceful eloquence which was certainly 
unexpected. sut the touch was a mere flash, and 
there was nothing resembling it in the rest of her 
performance. Even amid the freedom and 
swing of the dance scene—the sort of scene 
which revives actors who lack vitality—her con- 
straint and self-consciousness could not be hidden. 
Jt should be borne in mind by those who desire to 
draw the line betweer nature in life and nature in 
art that a person who is not in the least 


self-conscious may become, when surround- 
ed by artificial conditions, painfully _ self- 
conscious; just as a person who can 


feelintense passions may become, when surrounded 
by similar conditions, frigid and inexpressive. One 
may go so far as to declare that Mrs. Langtry is 
not a self-conscious woman, but she is undoubt- 
edly a strikingly self-conscious actress. She re- 
flects the artificial conditions which check her na- 
ture, The genuine actress, on the other hand, makes 
the stage and its personages rea!, and is herselfa 
reality. The character of Juliana, like that of 
Rosalind, should be performed with absolute ease 
and spontaneity. The character has sparkle, hu- 
mor, poetry, and passion. It is full of the most de- 
lightfully human contrasts. The pride of Julianais 
queenly; her love is tender and beautiful. Between 
her love and her pride there is aconstant gradation 
of feeling, and such a gradation should be depicted 
with mingled brilliancy, force, and winsomeness. 
Mrs. Langtry may, we are willing to admit, under- 
stand this character. She does not, it is certain, 
accomplish anything with it. Her pride is 
mere stiffness; it suggests an almost vulgar 
baughtiness. Her meekness, by way of compari- 
ron, is affectation—the grossest kind of af- 
feciation, Her attempts to express rage are 
boisterous scoldings. As to color, brilliaacy, true 
feeling, neither can be discovered in her Juliana. 
It matters nothing, in fact, what part Mra. Langtry 
happens to perform, whether Rosalind, Hester, 
or Juliana. As she treats them one is a repeti- 
tion of the other; all are shallow and 
unreal, and betray an extraordinary lack of 
the dramatic faculty.’ It is out of the question to 
consider Mrs, Langtry asa natural actress of the 
most crude species. To encourage her acting is to 
sncourage the false and the feeble in art. Ifthe 


object of criticism were one of sympathy, 
not one of truth—if it were social, not 
philosophical—then one might, with some 


propriety, speak differently. It should’ be added 
finally that, as Mrs. Langtry’s aeting is wholly un- 
worthy of serious praise, her beauty is likewise 
largely in the imagination. It has been said, by 
artists and erudite editors, that she is beautiful, 
that she isa marvel of form and face; a pvrofes- 
sional significance has been given to their opinion. 
But, though Mrs. Langtry may illustrate rather 
fairly atype of beauty, she does not either in a 
general or ina purely esthetic sense illustrate a 
high type. 

Mrs. Langtry has now appeared before our pub- 
lic in three characters. It was an unpleasant duty 
to point out the extreme weakness and artificiality 
of her acting in the first character, and the prosaic, 
irresolute, and shallow treatment which she gave 
to the character of Rosalind. She was most at her 
ease as Hester, for the heroine of Mr. Taylor’s play 
makes no special demand upon the emotion or the 
imagination of an actress. The part is one thata 
novice, having refinement, intelligence, and a cer- 
tain amount of stage manner or experience should 
be able to handle pleasantly without much trouble. 
Yet Mrs. Langtry, who is evidently a woman of 


refinement and _ intelligence, failed to ele- 
vate the part above a distinct level of 
zommonplace. Her acting in “An Unequal 


Match” was a fair test of her ability to reproduce, 
artistically and naturally, asimple character. But 
her Hester was, curiously enough, an ungraceful 
and ineffective experiment. In ‘‘As You Like It” 
Mrs. Langtry was, necessarily, called upon to 
exert a peculiar talent—the talent to delin- 
aate a poetic, complex, ideal type, to repre- 
Fent an exquisitely vital and brilliant personal- 
jty, to execute a work of the finest beauty. Her 
Rosalind—if one considers her effort from any rea- 
sonable standard of art—was disagreeably unreal, 
and bore the same relation to true artistic accom- 
plishment that a painting by some false-eyed 


colorist bears to a canvas by Rubens, 
Jt would neither be just to art nor 
right in principle even to accept Mrs. Lang- 


try’s performance of Rosalind as a promising or 
passably acceptable effort; because her preten- 
gions are practically as exalted—not to say imper- 
tinent—as possible. Mrs. Langtry receives an ex- 
orbitant salary for her kind of effort, and 
one does not care to presume that she would 
accept this salary unless she felt  her- 
self worth it. Her pretensions are, therefore, 
apparent to any consistent person, and these must 
bo weighed when the business of criticising her 
acting is undertaken. It is hardly a sane method 
tocriticise from the same point of view a modest 
beginner in a stock company and an equally crude 
beginner who happens to be notorious among those 
people whom the late Mr. Carlyle must now regard 
with unlimited wrath from his celestial heights. Asa 
matter of fact, Mrs. Langtry’s Rosalind was neither 
promising nor nassably acceptable. She had, so 
far as we could see, no conception of the charac- 
ter; and, though her bright and pleasing personality 
helped her in the part, her acting lacked conspicu- 
ously the prominent qualities of Rosalind’s mature 


—delicate fancifulness, buoyant and spontaneous 


imagination, the suggestion of hidden passion, and 


the tenderness of a beautiful type of woman- 
hood, the type which banters exquisitely—as the 
sun gleams on deep waters—while it feels with the 
entire force of emotion. On the whole, one may 


pongratulate Mrs, Langtry on having provoked a 
somewhat solemn discussion. It is a proof of ob- 
tuseness and want of humor to take certain things 
seriously; and if Mrs. Langtry were simply 
Mrs. Nobody, a young woman who desired, for 
vague reasons, to be an actress, not, however, as 
Napoleon desired to bea soldier, or Mrs. Battle a 
whist player, she would hardly be taken seriously. 
But it is difficult to find no talent in a woman who 


moves with a thousand trumpeting heralds 
before her. Mrs. Largtry is accepted be- 
cause her pretensions are extravagant. 


She is forced upon the public, and she 
is, therefore, discussed—as any one in her place 
might be discussed—with a large amount of philo- 
sophical hair-splitting. She represents, unluckily, 
and perhaps unconsciously, the fatuity and vuigar- 
ity of our time. Sho is not an actress;. and we, 
who state that highly impressive fact on fair 
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grounds of criticism, are supposed to be abusive 
and brutal by sentimentalists who cannot separate 
the personality of a woman from that of an artist. 
Plain speaking is the real helper of robust and 


honest art.

MME. PATTI IN “IL BARBIERE.” 

It may not be impertinent to call to mind 
some rerresentations of Rossini’s most charming 
opera that have been given in New-York in former 
years, in view of the tame performance of last 
night at the Academy of Music. Mr. Max Maretzek 
produced it in Castle Garden in a style so immeas- 
urably superior as lone ago as 1852 as to call the 
blush of shame to every one who remembers 
it and heard it last night, and there is 
no laek of persons who can recall the 
perfection of its performance with a cast 
which included Mme. Sontag, Signor Salvi, 
Signor Rovere, Signor Marini, and Sicnor Badiali. 
The price of admission in those “good old days” 
was $1, and the opera was given in perfect style. 
Last night it was a consideration of $7 to hear a 
second-rate presentation of the opera. This direct 


statement of a fact carries its moral and lesson. * 


The opera to-day isa matter of personal distine- 
tion so faras Mme. Patti is concerned, and her 
evident disregard of any effort to win more than 
the unthinking applause of those who come to 
hear her sing an aria or two was perfectly 
illustrated. A more dreary entertainment has 
not been offered by the management of the Acad- 
emy of Music, Mme. Patti did not make any spe- 
cial effort in the first act. She sang the ‘‘ Una voce, 
poco fa” in a merely perfunctory manner, It was, 
of course, a piece of vocalization that demands 
much praise; but was absolutely lacking in the 
higher qualities of the singer’s art, for the reason 
that she did not care to make a particular ex- 
ertion. The same may be said of the rest of 
her work in this act, in which she was 
often inaudible, and was evidently reserv- 
ing herself for the valse in the music 
lesson scene. That she sang Signor Arditi’s 
song is a matter of course, and very beautifully she 
did it; but after allit may well be questioned if 
the audience is fairly treated by Mme. Patti with 
only an aria or two in the course of the evening 
and a disregard of the demands of the remainder 
of the score. ‘‘ The Barber,’’ without a good repre- 
sentative of the title réle, is not a matter of much 
interest. In Signor Ciampi-Cellaj the managers 
have not made an extraordinary addition to the 
company.’ This artist was heard some years 
ago, when he sang in concerts at Chicxering Hall 
with Mme. Carlotta Patti. He can answer 
the requirements of an ordinary concert in a small 
hall, but in the Academy of Music in such a promi- 
nent réle as that of Figaro he is ridiculously out of 
place. A charitable silence is necessary in his be- 
half. He sang miserably and was awkward and 
ungainly in 2 part which demands not only a good 
singer but a graceful and accomplished aetor. 
Messrs. Gye and Mapleson have expended a great 
amount of labor in the importation of this gentle- 
man as an addition to their baritones. Signor Ra- 
velli was very clover as the Almaviva. He sang 
the florid music of the part tastefully and showed 
the improvement he is constantly making in his 
professional acquirements. ‘ Ecco Ridenti I] Sol” 
was delivered with smoothness and elegance, and 
throughout the evening his vocalization was re- 
markably good. Ris acting in the final scene of 
the first act deserves special praise, for it was 
spirited and had the flavor of the text. Signor 
Corsini was also particularly happy in his acting, 
and Signor Monti was absurdly impressive. If the 
rest of the opera had been as well presented as it 
was by these gentlemen, it would have been far 
more interesting than the truth of history makes it 


necessary to record. 
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THE THEATRE COMIQUE. 

** McSorley’s Inflation,” ‘ta new and orig- 
inal local comedy in three acts and four scenes,” 
had its first representation at the Theatre Comique 
last night, Peter McSorley is a candidate for Cor- 
oner, and Bridget McSorley, his wife, keeps a stall 
at Washington Market. His intrigues with ward 
politicians and his efforts to induce her to give up 
her humble oceupation—so galling to a rising 
statesman—furnish what may be called the plot 
of the piece. Unpretentious as the story is, it will 
be recognized as distinctly an advance upon Mr. 
Harrigan’s previous efforts to dramatize the life 
of the poorer classes-of this City. In placeof the 
jealousies and wrangles of the tenement-houss 
families, the new piece gives a sketch of the strug- 
gle for office by men who seek it for merely vulgar 
and selfish reasons. So far as the author 
sticks to his text, he deserves praise for 
honest and original work, as truly artistic 
as though the scenes portrayed were laid 
in more elegant surroundings. Anything more lu- 
dicrous than the proceedings of the colored con- 
vention, while the rival candidates are seeking 
to secure its votes, it would be hard to im- 
agine. And the scene in Washington Market, 
though mostly made up of irrelevant and discon- 
nected incidents, isadmirably done. For example, 
“The Charleston Blues’’ and the Salvation Army 
were an instantaneous success. Bridget was, of 
course, represented by Mr. Hart, and it would be 
hard to suggest how his representation of such a 
character could be improved. Mr. Braham’s new 
songs—there were five of them—were received by 
a heel and toe accompaniment in the gallery, 
which sufficiently indicated their “catching” 
measures’ popularity. ‘* McSorley’s Inflation” will 
doubtless be as popular and fashionable as Mr. 
Harrigan’s earlier works, and it is at least equally 


deserving of such good fortune. 
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THE THALIA THEATRE. 

Herr William Knaack, the clever German 
comedian, was given a benefit at the Thalia The- 
atre last evening, and his friends turned out in 
ferce to greet him and to laugh at and applaud his 
perfect art. He appeared in two plays, the first of 
which was Julius Bosen’s “* Fromme Wiinsche,” or 
* Pious Wishes.” This is a very effective comedy, 
which affords abundant opportunity for good act- 
ing. Its representation last night was the first in 
this country. There is very little of plot in its con- 
struction, but it makes up in genuine humor what 
itlaeks in eonsistency. It portrays the troubles 
resulting from an effort on the part of an elderly 
couple to marry their only daughter to one 
whom she does not love and who really 
does not love her, although he thinks he does, 
Herr Knaack as the father—testy, perplexed, and 
headstrong—was very amusing. In the thorough- 
ness with which he seemed to have mastered every 
detail of nis work he reminded the spectator very 
forcibly of Jefferson. His efforts were ably sec- 


onded by Herr Tewele and the company, which 
contains such artists as Mrs. Galster, Misses Jo- 
landa and Pusch, and Messrs. Kierschmer, Boll- 
mann, and Zilzer, who were in all respects deseryv 
ing of praise for the support they gave. A comical. 
jnusical farce entitled * Tachterin und Barbier,” or 
“ Farmer-maid and Barber,” was the afterpiece. 
In it Herr Knaack, as the drunken barber, was sim- 
ply inimitable. T&e play of his features and his 
gestures and attitudes were high art. Herr Klein 
and Miss Jules, two well-known actors at the 
Thalia, alded in making the performance a suc- 
cess. In both plays recalls were frequent, and in 


this and other ways the hearty enjoyment of the 
audience was made manifest.

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AMERICAN JUDGMENTS OF LANGTRY. 
From the London Standard. 

The criticisms passed by the leading journals 
of New-York on Mrs. Langtry’s impersonation of 
Rosalind, as telegraphed to us yesterday by our 
correspondent in that city, will probably strike 
people on this side of the Atlantic, who have grown 
accustomed to hear theatrical critics * just hint a 
fault and hesitate dislike,”’ as being admirably can- 
dic and outspoken. One journal plainly affirms 
that a weaker performance was never seen. An- 
other declares that it is more imperfect even than 
the most friendly spectator could have imagined 


possiiie. A third newspaper describes it as “ hope- 
essly incompetent” and “exasperating,” while, 
finally, a yet more candid critic pronounces it 
to be wanting alike in genuineness, versa- 
tility. and brilliance, and to be at once 
mechanical and mannered. “Hester showed 
the actress to be withont§ talent, and 
Rosalind without promise.”” Obviously, whether 
the judgments thus severely formulated be cor- 
rect or not, there is here no mincing matters, no 
ambiguity in the censure, no hesitation in the 
verdict. We have a strong idea that a great many 
persons who have never been to America, but who 
saw Mrs. Langtry on the stage before she went 
there, would be unable to deny that they feel 
there is substantial truth in this merciless con- 
demnation. Yet did they ever utter it them- 
selves? Onthe contrary, when this mere novice 
appeared on the boards of one of the most cele- 
brated theatres in parts that ought to be attempt- 
edonly by an expert, were they not among the 
first either to suggest that her acting was marvel- 
ously good, ‘considering the circumstances,” or 
to deprecate the application, in this particular in- 
atance, of the ordinary canons of criticism and the 
ordinary seales of praise and blame? If any 
one takes the trouble to turn to. the 
files of most of the London newspapers at 
the time that Mrs. Langtry appeared among 
us in the character of an actress, they will find 
that the critics either discovered in her a rare apti- 
tude for the stage, or suggested their doubts upon 
the subject in so ambiguous and roundabout a 
fashion that the person criticised might easily per- 
suade herself that she only required a little prac- 
tive to become one of the great mimetic artists of 
the age. There was no honest speaking out, no 
fearless expression of conscientious disappoint- 
ment and disapprobation, such as we have quoted 
from American newspapers. Iu society one heard 
acertain number of persons protest against the in- 
trusion of an amateur of no special gifts save of the 
physical kind upon the English boards; but they 
were few and far between, and printed criticism 
lent them no pare on the contrary, it rather 
came to the aid of those who declared that, given 
a little more time, Mrs. Kendal might meet her 
match and Miss Terry find a rival.

MILWAUKEE, Nov. 27.—A_ stir was created 
in commercial circles to-day by the failure of the 
old and well-known wholesale clothing manufac- 
turing firm of L. Newbouer & Sons. An assign- 
ment was made to George Tracey. The lia- 
bilities are not definitely known, but are 
supposed to be about $200,000. The assets 
are placed at $125,000. The causes of the 


failure were bad debts, depreciation in stock, and 
the dullness of the season. The principal creditors 
reside in Milwaukee and New-York. and none but 
the preferred creditors are as yet known. Twelve 
days have been given in which to list them. Tho 
largest of the preferred creditors are the ,Milwau-

N. Haffin, Milwaukee, $500; — Knorrer, Milwau- 
kee, $2,000; L. Rosenzwig, Milwaukee, $750; Jo- 
seph H. Newbouer, Milwaukee. $1.475; A. W. 
Neeiser, Milwaukee, $3,436 32; David Adler, Mil- 
waukee, $5,000, and Miss Ten-Broek, Milwaukee, 
$15.

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HEAVY FAILURE IN CHICAGO. 
CuicaGco, Nov. 27.,—H. A. Pitts’s Sons Man- 
ufacturing Company, manufacturers of thrashing- 
machines and other farm implements, and one of 
the oldest firms in this line of business, 
made an assignment to-day to R. S. Minor, the 
book-keeper of the establishment. The schedule 


shows their liabilities to be $230,000 and their assets 
$350,C00. Members of the firm state that they have 
been selling thrashing-machines to farmers 
in the North-west on three years’ time, taking 
notes. This Fall collections have been slow and 
the firm has been compelled to borrow money. Not 
desiring to continue this, and fearing that some 
of their creditors might pounce on their assets 
to the detriment of others, it was thought 
best to make an assignment and cali a meeting 
of creditors. It is understood that in so doing 
the firm had the counsel of ex-Gov. Jewell, 
of Connecticut, one of the creditors. They hope 
to secure an extension of time, and promise to pay 
dollar for dollar and interest.

THE ALLEGED LUNATIC BROUGHT 
DRUNK BEFORE THE JURY. 
WHY A HEARING WAS ADJOURNED—MR. 
COOPER DISCHARGES HIS COUNSEL AND 
SHOWS GREAT EXCITEMENT—SOME NEG- 

LECT IN THE SHERIFF’S OFFICE. 


For the reason that Henry Prouse Cooper 


‘was drunk when he appeared before the Commis- 
sioners in Lunacy and a Sheriff’s jury yesterday 
the inquiry to determine whether he is sane or in- 
sane was postponed until Wednesday, Dec. 6. The 
inquiry was adjourned from Wednesday last until 
yesterday at 4:30 P. M. The Commissioners and 
jurors were ready to go on at the appointed time, 
and many persons Were present as spectators. Mrs. 
Cooper and Cooper’s two brothers, all of whom al- 
lege that he is insane, were also present with 
their counsel, and severa! experts in mental diseases 
prepared to testify that Cooper's brain is unsound. 
The alleged lunatic was absent, and so were 
‘Messrs. B. F. Dunning and Thomas Edsall, who 
have been his counsel hitherto. His attorney, 
Mr. Harry Thompson, was in the court-room 
alone. He asked an adjournment, saying 
that Cooper had discharged bis counsel, and that 
she (Thompson) had not seen him since that event, 
and was consequently in an embarrassing situation 


and unableto go on with the proceedings. The 
Commissioners said they would adjourn, and the 
adjournedday was about being fixed when Mr. H. 
W. Lecnard stepped into view and said that he ap- 
peared for Cooper and was ready t> go.on, and tbat 
Cooper did not recognize Mr. Thompson as his at- 
torney. Mr. Dunning had_ been recognized as that 

ttorney, Mr. Leonard said, and to that gentleman 

r. Cooper had sent a letter asking him to allow 
Mr. Leonard to be substituted for him, and to give 
up the papers in his possession. Mr. Thompson 
asked for Mr. Dunning’s letter in answer to Mr. 
Cooper’s, and the correspondence was handed to 
the Commissioners. It was found that Mr. Dun- 
ning had written to Mr. Coeper, telling him that, 
as he was not his attorney, but his counsel, he 
could not allow another lawyer to be substituted 
for him in a place he had never filled. The 
Commissioners, therefore, refused toa recog- 
nize Mr. Leonard as Cooper’s attorney. 
The jurors then decided that the inquiry ought to 
go on, but that Mr. Cooper should be present in 
person. No reason being known why he was not 

resent, as the Sheriff had been instructed to have 

im in the court-room at 4:30, an adjournment 
until 5:45 o’clock was taken, and a messenger was 
sent to Ludiow-Street Jail for the alleged iunatic. 

When the jurors had again taken their seats Mr. 
Cooper entered the reom in the custody of the 
Deputy Warden ef the jail. He looked pale, hag- 
gard, and excited. Noticing the place where his 
attorney, Mr. Thompson, sat, he took a seat at the 
other side of the table, distant from that lawyer, 
rand near his relatives. He distributed looks of dis- 
like ‘impartially between Mr. Thompson and his 
own brother, Stephen Cooper. Mr. Thompson in- 

isted that he could not go on with the proceed- 

Ings without his associate counsel. Mr. Leonard 
answered that, before entering the court-room, 
Mr. Cooper had again authorized him to conduct 
the case as his counsel, and that he was prepared 
to dose. Upon hearing this Mr. Thompson picked 
up his overcoat and walked out of the court-room, 
Mr. Cooper sending an unpleasant remark after 
him. Mr. Nottman, attorney for the other side, 
said he was ready to proceed, but the jurors, who 
bad critically inspected Mr. Cooper and discussed 
his appearance, decided that he had better be 
taken to some quieter place and the inquiry ad- 
journed. This course was taken. 

Mr. Cooper rose to put on his overcoat. As he 
did so he turned face to face to his brother 
Stephen. The appearance of the latter irritated 
nim. Raising his cane threateningly toward him, 
he said: “If you were not in the way there would 
be no trouble.” Bofore he could strike his brother 
—for he evidently had the intertion to do so—he 
was seized and held. He made no resistance, but 
said: “Even the patience of Job was once ex- 
huusted.”” This he repeated several times. After 
being led out of the court-room, he stopped and 
greeted a tailor who had worked for him. saying, 
in a jovial tone: “‘You know who was the poor 
man’s friend. Put up prices 50 per cent. upon ev- 
srybody but me, my dear boy. By the way, you 
haven’t got a small bottle with you, have you?” 
After descending the staircase to the basement of 
the court-house, he stopped and insisted upon 
waiting for his wife, whom he expected wonld 
have to leave the building by the same 
way. A man who appeared to have some 
Influence over him took him aside and spoke to 
him, but Mr. Cooper soon pushed the man aside, 
saying, “* Why don’t you do it and not talk about 
it. I came here to see my wife, and I want to ses 
her. When they arrested me they told me they 
were going to take me to see my wife, aniif I had 
thought they were not I would have kicked the 
cab’s sides out.’? Becoming irritated by some re- 
marks addressed to him, he raised his cane and 
said threateningly: “I'll give this;to the next man 
who speaks to me—and it bas a knob on it!’ Soon 
afterward he allowed himself to be led out of the 
building. On reaching the sidewalk he tages tome 
Into the air. As he alighted he struck his cane 
upon the sidewalk with such force as to shiver it. 
Reaching his hack he stood fora moment on its 
step, lifting his hat, bowing and saying, ‘Good 
night.”” Then he jumped down and struck the 
fragment of his cane upon the ground, saying he 
would “give it to somebody yet.” His feelings 
having thus found vent, he got into the carriage 
and was driven away. 

When Henry Prouse Cooper was before Judge 
Donohue, in Supreme Court, Chambers, on a writ 
of habeas corpus, an order was made committing 
him to the custody of the Sheriff during the inquiry 
to determine his mental condition. He went 
cheerily about with Deputy Sheriffs for about a 
week, and then his friends induced Judge Donohue 
to appoint two officers of the Supreme Court as his 
guardians. Their reason for this, they said, was 
that the Deputy Sheriffs had blackmailed Cooper 
by charging him $250 a week and their hotel ex- 
penses, and also demanding extra sums from time 
to time for what they were pleased to cali extra 
services. One of the court officers soon got weary 
of Mr. Cooper and retired from’the post of custo- 
dian. The other consented to go about with him 
In the daytime on condition that he would retire to 
Ludlow-Street Jail at night. Last Thursday morn- 
jung Mr. Cooper told this officer that he would not 
return to Ludiow-Street Jail unless he were 
carried back; that he would rather’ be 
dead than stay there. As he seemed to 
have been excited by lack of - sleep, 
caused by the sweet sounds of a band ina ball- 
room near the jail, on the previous night, and by 
the testimony given by Dr. Beard respecting his 

ental state, the officer paid little heed to him. 

hey went together to the office of Messrs. Dun- 
ning, Edsall, Hart & Fowler. On leaving there Mr. 
Cooper told the officer that he had discharged his 
counsel, Mr. Dunning, because ne had advised him 
to make no trouble but to go back to jail at night. 
The officer told him that perhaps matters could be 
arranged at the Court-house, whither Mr. Coeper 
consented to accompany him. There Judge Don- 
ohue was informed of the state of affairs. He 
made out a commitment, and, before Mr. Cooper 
had fully recovered from his surprise at the turn 
events bad taken, he was once more in Ludlow- 
Street Jail, with the Sheriff as his custodian. How 
good a custodian the latter has been is proved by 
the drunkenness of Mr. Cooper last night.

BERWALD’S ASSERTED SUICIDE. 
Notwithstanding the most diligent search on 
he part of Capt. Allaire, of the Tenth Precinct, 
and his detectives, they have failec to find any 
wituess to corroborate the story told by Morris 
Berwald, the young man who claims to have been 


shot and robbed by two foot-pads at Allen and 
Division streets early Sunday morning. Berwald 
ls fatally injured, and the Police have become satis- 
fied that he shot himself while despond- 
ent, and that he invented the story of 
the foot-pads to cover up his attempt 
at suicide. The revolver with which Berwald 
claimed to have been shot was found lying near 
him on the sidewalk. He claimed to have no pistol 
gince the Fourth of July, but the Police have dis- 
covered a man who sold him a large revolver anda 
number of cartridges at alate hour on Saturday 
bight. This man, Hyman Cohen, who js a dealer in 
jewelry and firearms at No. 8 Catharine-street, 
went to the hospital yesterday and identifiea Ber- 
wald as the man to whom he had sold the weapon. 
He says that Berwald came into his place and 
wanted to purchase a pistol for “shooting cats.’ 
He showed him one of 22 calibre, but Berwald said 
that was not large enough, and he finally purehasea 
a 32-calibrefrevolver for $1 50, and 10 eartridges for 
10 cents. Capt. Allaire said yesterday that a search 
through the entire neighborhood has failed to dis- 
zover anybody who saw Berwald in company 
with the alleged foot-pads or any person running 
from the scene after the shot was fired.

KINGS COUNTY REPUBLICANS. 


A FIGHT TO BE MADE BY BOTH FACTIONS AT 
THE PRIMARIES TO-DAY, 


Primary elections will be held to-day and 


this evening in the 25 wards of Brooklyn and the five 
country towns of Kings County to elect delegates 
to the Republican General Committee. As half the 
members of the committee chosen to-day will hold 
over until 1884, additional importance is given to 
the election. The Stalwarts in the county, led by 
Jacob Worth, Michael J. Dady, Peter W. Ostrander, 
Harry Beard, and others, who refus> to admit that 
thev received any rebuke in the late election, claim 
the right of their faction to rule on the ground that 
they are in sympathy with President Arthur. Their 
war cry was given out by their spokesman, Mr. 
Watson, et the last meeting of the Republican 
General Committee. Making use of the words of 
Guiteau when he shot President Garfield, Watson 
shouted defiantly that he was a “ Stalwart of the 
Stalwarts,” and was coming baek to the General 
Committee on <hat issue. His remedy for the 
plight in which the party found itself was ‘** more 
Stalwartism in Kings County,” and the restoration 
to power of that “ peerless leader, Roseoe Conk- 
ling.’’ The Stalwarts talk very contidently of * help 
from Washington.” Dady, Worth, aud Beard have 
just returned from that city after having engineered 
a contraet for one Brady—not he ef star route 
fame, but another contractor—to build a sewer in 
the Navy-yard. In the wards where the Stalwarts 
have no hope of winning they talk of harmony and 
a union ticket, but in the wards which the machine 
controls the Stalwarts want straight Stalwart dete- 
gates. Asa matter of fact the Stalwarts areina 
miserable minority in every ward in the city, as 
was shown by the fact that Mr. Folger, al- 
though he received the votes of some Re- 
publicans who are not Stalwarts, ke did 
not carry a single election district of any ward 
in Brooklyn. Nevertheless, the Stalwarts have 
control of the election machinery ia some of the 
wards, and zre thereby enabled to misrepresent the 
Republican voters as they did at Saratoga. An 
instance of their style of procedure is found in the 
Sixth Ward. Sixty gentlemen, well known to be 
Republicans, sought to join the ward association 
just before the primaries at -whieh delegates were 
elected to the Saratoga Convention. The Stal- 
warts admitted the sare ho for membership 
were Republicans, but they raised a technical ob- 
jection. which was in substance that they could 
not be admitted because the advertised call did not 
specially set forth that the admission of new 
members was: to be part of the business 
transacted at the meeting, and refused to admit 
them. At the last meeting of the ward association, 
although wecks bad elapsed since the natnes were 
proposed, the Stalwarts agaipv refused to admit 
these same gentlemen, the refusal again being 
made on a technical point. In the Fourth Ward, 
in which the machinery of the Republican ward 
association ‘is controlled by Mike Dady, no pre- 
tense is made that the Republican majority in the 
ward is permitted to rule in the ward association. 
Mr. Dady openly boasted at the last meeting of the 
Republican General Committee that more Demo- 
crats than Republicans in the ward voted the Re- 
publican State ticket. By a trade satisfactory to 
1imself Mr. Dady was able to secure those Demo- 
cratic votes, and it is equally by Democratic votes 
that he maintains his supremacy in the ward as- 
sociation. 

The faction opposed to the Stalwarts do not 
seem to be at ail anxious for harmony or compro- 
mise. Insome of the wards they have sent outa 
circular, from which the following is an extract: 

“At the late election the Republican candidates 
were defeated by an overwhelming majority, ana it 
is now evident that this defeat was entirely due to 
the apathy and disgust of thousands of Repub- 
licans whoeither remained at home or voted for 
the Democratic candidates as a rebuke to the lederal 
Administration for its unwarrantable interference in 
the elcction of delegates to the State Convention, and 
to the fraud, forgery, and corruption which were 

racticed in the convention itself. The men who 
vrought this disaster upon the Republican Party 
must be made to realize. chat the resnlt of the elec- 
tion is an emphatic notice that such practices wili not 
be tolerated inthe future, that honest Pepublicans 
have grown werry of such leadership, and demand 
that they shall accept the verdict of the people at the 
polls, and retire to make room for men whose sole de- 
sire is to see the Republican Party actuated by prin- 
efple and not in the pursuit of spoils,” 

The anti-Stalwarts claim that the new committee 
will not have the support of the Republicans of 
Kings County if it is not clearly understood that it 
is such a one a3 will oppose with all its strength 
the further interference of the Federai Administra- 
tion in State or municipal affairs.

A NEW GAS COMPANY’S OFFER. 


THE EQUITABLE WILLING TO GIVE GOOD 
LIGHT AT LOW PRICES. 

The Gas Commission, consisting of the 
Mayor, Controller, and Commissioner of Publio 
Works, held aspecial meeting in Mayor Grace’s 
office yesterday to consider an application of the 
Equitable Gas Company for the privilege of sup- 
plying the Cit; with gas. This company was in- 
corporated in March last, with a capitai of $2,000,- 
000, its incorporators being William Rockafel- 
ler, John D. Archibald, James R. Keene, Ed- 
ward Stern, E. J. Jerznowski, E. M. Dickerson, 
and Benjamin Brewster. The company proposes 
to light the City with gas at the rate of $16 per 
lamp per year, to burn 3,833}g hours, Gas now 
costs the City $17 50 per lamp per year. It is also 
provided in the application that if it shall be de- 


cided to reduce the cost for gas below $16 per 
lamp the matter shall be left to three arbitrators, 
one to be named by the Gas Commission, one by 
the company, and the two thus chosen to name the 


ird. 
The Equitable Company was represented yester- 
day by its President, Edward Stern, who said it 
was proposed to furnish hydrogen gas, which, he 
claimed, was the best and purest gas known. It 
was made by the decomposition of steam and dif- 
fered from that now in use by being free from car- 
bonic oxide. It was proposed by the company to 
give the City gas of 25-eandle power, which could 
easily be increased to 40-candle power. The rate 
to the general public would be $2 _ per 
thousand feet, which would be lowered to 
$1 75 when the consumption reached 600,000,000 
feet, and if the consumption reacned 900,000,000 
feet the rate would be put down to $1 50 per 
thousand. Mr. Stern said that in England gas was 
furnished for $1, and for $1 25 in France, and he 
thought it might be much cheaper here. It was 
high here because the gas companies had formed a 
pool to keep prices up. Controller Campbell sug- 
gested that it would have been a good idea to have 
put in the proposed grant a clause invalidating it if 
the Equitable Company went into such a pool, and 
President Stern said he was perfe tly willing to 
have that done. Controller Campbell said he 
doubted the advisability of turning the streets of 
the City over to a gas company merely for the pur- 
pose of having experiments made by that com- 
any. Charles Coudert, who appeared as counsel 
or the Equitable Company, said the company pro- 
posed to commence work in the up-town districts 
of the City and demonstrate that its claims were 
well founded before the down-town streets were 
touched. Mayor Grace asked what guarantee the 
City would have that the desired powers would not 
be abused by the company if they were obtained. 
** Any amount of bonds you ask for,” replied Mr, 
Stern. Deputy Public Works Commissioner Ham- 
lin said it would be necessary to make a careful 
investigation of what restrictions should be placed 
on the company before it was given power to use 
the City streets, and President Stern said the com- 
pany was ere to comply with every regulation 
made by the Public Works Department. Mayor 
Grace proposed that the matter should lie over for 
further consideration, and this was agreed to.

She had 
more than 20 iessons a day. Although so youne, 
she had the appearance of a woman of 20, but she 
behaved like a child until the close of a visit to a 
watering-place last Summer. The change is said to 
have been brought about by an acquaintance with 
a youth who paid her boyish court. She is 
not known to have had any other fiirta- 
tion, but after her flight it was ascertained 
that the letter-carrier took her many let- 
ters, and it Is supposed that she had an admirer 
who corresponded. with her surreptitiously.

THANKSGIVING DAY OBSERVANCE 
DINNERS FOR THE POOR AND PRISONERS— 
MUSICAL SERVICES AND PARADES, 
Three bids to furnish poultry for the Thanks- 
giving dinner of the inmantes of the institutions 
under the care of the Department of Charities and 
Correction were opened yesterday, and the con- 
tract was awarded to Jacob M. Evans, of No. 47 
Whitehall-street. Mr. Evans must deliver free of 
expense, on Nov. 29, before 6 A. M., 14,690 pounds 
of poultry, (11,255 pounds of chicken and 3,435 


pounds of turkey,) at 1334 cents a pound for chick- 
ens and 16 cents for turkeys. The annual dinner 
of the prisoners and patients takes place 
promptly at noon, and to the poultry, which 
is stewed in part and part roasted, are 
added proportionate shares of onions and 

otatoes. On Blackwell’s Island the Lunatic Asy- 
a will receive 1,500 pounds of chicken and 6U0 
pounds of turkey; the Alms-house, 1,400 pounds of 
chicken and 100 pounds of turkey; the work-houae, 
1,400 pounds of chickea and 200 pounds of turkey; 
Charity Hospital, 900 pounds of chicken and 400 
pounds of turkey; penitentiary, 900 pounds of 
chicken and 300 pounds of turkey, and the Incura- 
ble Hospital, 110 pounds of chicken. On Ward's 
Island the Insane Asylum will have at its disposal 
1,300 pounds of chicken and 500 pounds of turkey, 
and the Homeopathic Hoapital, 600 pounds of chick- 
en and 200 ponnds of turkey. The institutions on 
Hart’s and Randall’s Islands will also be remem- 
bered. Six hundred pounds of chicken will be 
served to the prisoners in the Tombs, and 1,000 
pounds of chicken and turkey wilil be provided for 
the patients in Bellevue Hospital. 

At the Home forthe Friendiess of the American 
Female Guardian Society, dinner will be served on 
Thanksgiving Day, at 1 o’clock, to 400 caildren. At 
2:30 o’cluck, and in the evening, the children will 
entertain visitors with songs and recitations. The 
Home is supported entirely by voluntary gifts, and 
donations of clothing, shoes, bedding, provisions, 
and money will be thankfully received. 

For the past two weeks the Police authorities 
have been receiving applications from organiza- 
tions of all kinds for permits to parade on Thurs- 
day.

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A RECEPTION TO MR. HOLYOARE. 

A pleasant reception was tendered last even- 
ing to Mr. George Jacob Holyoake, of England, by 
his New-York friends in the parlors of the Co- 
operative Dress Association. Mr. Holyoake’s the- 
ories and labors in relation to the co-operative 
system have given him rank as one of the chief 
promoters of that movement in England. About 
800 ladies and gentlemen attended the reception 


last evening. Among those present were Parke 
Godwin, the Rev. Robert Collyer, the Rev. R. 
Heber Newton, D. D., the Rev. James M. Pullman, 
D. D., Miss Kate Field, Mr. and Mrs. D. G. lroly, 
the Hon. Orlando B. Potter, Jackson 5S. 
Schultz, Prof. Felix Adler, Mr. and Mrs. 
E. ©. Stedman, Sinclair Tousey, William F. 
Drake, and ©. C. Buell. Mr. Parke Godwin 
made the opening address, in which he said that 
the idea of co-operation was the one fermenting 
and hopefal idea of the times. Association, organ- 
ized industry, and united labor formed the grand 
key of the so-cailed social problem. Mr. Holyoake 
said that co-operation was not a philanthropy nor 
anew scheme of benevolence. It was nota con- 
trivance for helping others, but a manly con- 
trivance forenabling others to help themselves. 
The idea was to have a fairer distribution of the 
labor and make capital for the laboring classes. 
Alluding to Herbert Spencer’s criticism that tie 
people in this country were in too great a hurry, 
the speaker said that Mr. Spencer himself would be 
in a hurry if he were to stav here six months. The 
opportunities and competition in America were 
enough to make anavgel hurry. Mr. Holyoake 
had some kind words to say of Ameri- 
eans, and he hoped that this Government 
would encourage intelligent immigration and pub- 
lish trustworthy information to let the world at 
large know what the conditions and necessities of 
various parts of the country were. The Rev. 
Robert Collyer spoke warmly in commendation of 
Mr. Holyoake, and remarked that although Ameri- 
eans might not yet be ready for co-operation, when 
they did get ready to go into the system they would 
“ do the grandest and bigvest thing in co-operation 
ever heard of in the world.”’ The ney. R. Heber 
Newton thought the co-operative system was en- 
tirely feasible in this country, and believed that its 
success would be certain wherever it was tried 
wisely, faithfully. and persistently. Remarks wero 
made by Prof. Feiix Adler and Mr. Percival, of 
Engiand, after which the ladies and gentlemen 
were entertained ia the café of the Co-operative 
Association.

A LONGER SUMMER VACATION. 
DR. JACOBI’S RECOGNITION OF THE NEEDS 


OF CHILDREN IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 


Dr. A. Jacobi, who was appointed by the 
County Medical Society to report upon the advisa- 


tion in our public schools, presented his report to 
the society last evening at its adjourned annual 
meeting, held at the Colleze of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, The subject came before the society by 
reason of apetition by members of the Harlem 
Medical Association to the Board of Education 
presented on Sept. 22 last. This petition stated 
that the Summer vacation, which begins usually 
about July 5and extenas to Sept. 1, requires the 
children to be in school during two of the most 
hou, dry and unhealthy weeks of the year—the first 
two weeks of September. The Harlem petitioners 
ask, therefoge, that the rules be so ehanged that 
the schools*shall be closed two weeks later and 
opened two weeks later. This was asked because 
the first two weeks of July were deemed less un- 
healthy than the first two weeks of September. 

In his report Dr. Jacebi said that there were sev- 
eral good reasons why the petition should be ap- 
proved by the society,and why a change in the 
time of the Summer vacation should be made. The 
rst two or three weeks of September, according 
to the meteorological records, are as intolerable in 
the City as any in the year. The temperature is 
higher, and if children are brought back from the 
country at that time and confined In the close trop- 
eal air of aschool-room all] the benefits derived 
from their stay in the country are apt to be coun- 
teracted. Exhaustion follows such a practice, and 
the danger to little ones results in parents keeping 
their children away from the schools during 
those weeks. The records show that ‘hun- 
dreds and probably thousands of children 
are not here at the opening of the Winter term. 
The Principals of private schools have seen the 
popular feeling against the practice, and the result 
is that they postpone the opening of thelr schools 
untillate in September, and so obtain patronage 
from many parents who prefer to look after the 
bodily health of their children first, even though it 
may be to the possible intellectual disadvantage, 
believing that a sound body is necessary to the de- 
velopment of a sound mind. To the petition of 
the Harlem Medical Association Dr. Jacobi takes 
some exception, however. The 8d day of July, 
in his opinion, should be the latest date to which 
the schools should be kept open. Beyond that 
period they should not be extended. It is a 
matter of record .that sun-strokes occur during 
the last weeks of June even, and _ that 
Summer diseases are prevalent at that 
time. It would, in his opinion, be cruel 
to begin vacations as late as July 15, for the best 
interests of the children would certainly not be 
served by keeping them confined in the City, ex- 
posed to the effects of the tropical climate and the 
unhealthy air of a crowded school-room, and to 
mental exertion which would result in damaging 
both bodies and intellects. For these reasons Dr. 
Jacobi recommends that the Hariem Medica! Asso- 
ciation join with the Medical Society of the County 
of New-York in asking the Board of Education to 
take such steps as will result, by means of a peti- 
tion to the Legislature, in securing a change in the 
laws so that the Summer vacation in the public 
schools shall extend from not later than the 3d of 
July tothe middle or latter part of September. The 
report was accepted, and the recommendations 
were adopted without debate. 

Dr. F. R. sturgis, the retiring President of the 
society, delivered an address to the members of 
the society, reviewing the work of the year, speak- 
ing especially of the success which had attended 
the efforts of the society in its attempts to break 
up the practice of irregular and unregistered phy- 
siclans. He recommended that the society appoint 
a committee to attend the sessions of the Legisla- 
ture at Albany this Winter in order to prevent 
legislation being rushed through which would be 
injurious both to the members of the medical pro- 
fession and the public at large. The new Presi- 
dent, David Webster, then assumed the control of 
the affairs of the society for the coming year, re- 
turning thanks for the honor conferred upon him, 
and advising the continuance of active measures to 
prevent quacks and physicians without diplomas 
from practicing in this Citv. Dr. L. Emmett Holt 
read a gaper on * Malaria in Children,” and recited 
the means of the prevention and cure of the disease.

THE FRENCH NATION’S GIFT. 
PREPARING FOR THE GREAT MEETING AT 


THE ACADEMY OF MUSIC TO-NIGHT. 


Ameeting of the American committee on 
Bertholdi’s statue of “Liberty Enlightening the 
World” was held at the Union League Club last 
evening, the Hon, William M. Evarts in the chair. 
Overtwo hours were spent by the committee in 
consultation regarding the mass-meeting which is 
to be held inthe Academy; of Musie to-night for 
the purpose of arousing public sentiment in 
the matter of securing the $200,000 necessary to 
provide a pedestal and properly erect and anchor 
the massive fstatue on Bedloe’s Island, when it 
arrives here next Summer. Reports were ro- 


ceived that tickets for the Academy have been 
eagerly sought at the various places where they 
were placed for distribution, and that new supplies 
had to be furnished at ail these places. In addil- 
tion to the tickets thus disposed of 5,000 have been 
sent through the mail or presented personally by 
members of the committee to citizens who are pre- 
sumed to take an interest in the statue. The gen- 
eral feeling of the committee was that the meeting 
will be one of the largest ever held in the Academy, 
and persons desiring to secure good seats will 
do well to be on hand early to-night. 
The committee made good progress last 
evening in the organization of special committees 
of the different trade and commercial associations 
of this City, upon whom the main burden of the 
work of securing subscriptions is to fall, and these 
committees will be present at the meeting to- 
night. The committee also expects to name at the 
meeting committees in all the principal cities of 
the Union, to whom will be inutrusted the task of 
collecting money for the fund. ‘*We expeet a 
rousing meeting to-night,’’ said Mr. Evarts, after 
the committee had adjourned, ‘“‘and we are very 
sanvuine of the result of the patriotic enthusiasm 
which we expect to arouse. We consider that our 
work will be half done after the mass-meeting, and 
we are confident that this City and the American 
people generally will respond liberally to our ap- 
peal for the necessary money to permit of the 
proper reception and disposition of the gift of the 
French people to this Nation.” 

The meeting to-night will be addressed by ex- 
Lieut.-Gov. Dorsheimer, Joseph H. Choate, the 
Rev. Dr. Henry C. Potter, and the Rev. Robert 
Collyer, and will be presided over by the Hon. Wil- 
liam M. Evarts. The speeches will be ou the Bar- 
tholdi statue and kindred subjects which may be 
suggested by the colossal figure. Gilmore's full 
band will furnish the music, which is to be of a 
high order. The prospects are that the meeting 
will be one of the largest and most interesting ever 


held in this City,

PETROLEUM-—ITS EARLY HISTORY. 


Petroleum has been known from the earliest 
bistorical period. Herodotus refers to wells of it 
existing in Zante, and from time immemorial it 
has been known in Persia, where it was probably 
connected with the origin and ceremonies of fire- 
worship.
